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THE POSITION IN PALESTINE. 


THE Jaffa affray appears to have completely subsi’ed, but we 
fear that it would be an exaggeration to add that peace reigns 
in Palestine. It were out of the question to form any precise 
conclusion as to the immediate cause of the riot in Jaffa, seeing 
that a Commission has been appointed by Sir HERBERT 
ASAMUEL to enquire into the whole of the circumstances. But 
‘the official statements that have been made point heavily to 
ithe outbreak against the Jews having been premeditated and to 
\its having been but one instance of a general manifestation on 
the part of ‘the Arabs. Whether that manifestation was not 
directed as much against the British Government as against 
the Jews, although the latter were the victims, is at least 
jdoubtful. Nor is the responsibility in the matter of the Com- 
munist Jews very clear. They were at first said to haye been 
|the cause of the trouble, but their exact place in the deplorable 
, incident is by no means certain. It is difficult to understand how 


‘the few that the Communists are, a mere handful of young 


men, could have had the power to influence what was little 
short of an extensive Arab uprising, nor, as we have before 
pointed out, why the Arabs should have resented their presence 
or activity, seeing that they are strong opponents of Jewish 
National strivings. It is far more probable that they 
‘were the tools of the Arabs, just as it is possible that 
‘the Arabs themselves were egged on by other influences at 
work to wreck British Administration of Palestine. As we say, 
however, before forming any definitive conclusions upon these 
‘points, we must await the findings of the Commission, which we 
-hope will be made promptly and as promptly published. We 
have mentioned some possibilities of those findings only so that 
it may be seen how far removed they are from the first 
-yeports of the affray, and hence the necessity of waiting before 


_ pronouncing any verdict upon it or fixing the exact circumstances 


-that led up to it. But we fear that it is evident that the Jaffa 
outbreak was not a mere local trouble, and that its subsidence

temporarily, the purpose of Great Britain in Palestine. It 
may be that Sir HERBERT SAMUEL conceived the barring of 
the doo:s of Palestine to Jews, at least for the time being, to 
be the readiest means at. hand for placating turbulence and 
restoring order. We trust that he will not find that easy 
measures, are not, in the present case, the. most efficient. 
A far better answer, io our mind, was offered to the Jatfa 
outrages by the band of Haluzim in Warsaw, who, when 
the news reached them, determined at once to journey to 
Palestine, and thus shew how little Jews were to be deterred 
from re-peopling their ancient land, even by looting and murder. 
Alas! they were not permitted to deliver their splendid reply, | 
so redolent of courage and dignity. They were turned back on 
their arrival by a measure that has timidly given way to the 
malign forces which these brave pioneers had hoped so 
magnificently to defy.

Well, we recognise that we are as yet at the begin- 
ning of the great enterprise, and these birth-throes do 
not discourage us; on the contrary, they are in a sense 
encouraging. They are at least some evidence that the 
National being of the Jewish People is struggling for naissance. 
None the less, the sooner there is what the 7imes refers to as 
“a stronger assertion than we have yet had of the will and 
policy of the Palestine Government’ the sooner there 
will be afforded to Palestine the opportunity of settling 
down to effect that will and policy. Mr. ZANGWILL, 
m2 letter to our contemporary, underscored the 
need for this assertion as “the key to the Palestine situation.” 
He is quite right, but he understated his case. 
that is required is not merely the will and policy of the 
Palestinian Government, but the will and policy of Great 
Britain as Mandatory of the League of Nations, in setting up 
the Jewish National Home. That is not alone the key to 
the Palestine situation. It is the instrument whereby the 
doubts and difficulties of many another situation may 
be unlocked, including the Jewish. Up till now the Govern- 
ment has said “Jewish National Home,” but it has 
remained but a phrase, less obscure perhaps than doubtful. 
The COLONIAL SECRETARY is to make his statement 
upon his recent visit to Palestine when Parliament  re- 
assembles, and we hope that he will render clear his meaning 
of the expression which has been so variously translated, 
though never authoritatively, ever since Mr. BALFOUR employed 
it in his historic Declaration. But, whatever interpretation 


Mr. CHURCHILL may supply, we trust he will insist that what . 


is to be built up in Palestine is to be Jewish. In that case it 
canno$ be Arab, nor can it be Jewish-Arab. We can quite 
understand a Jewish National Home in. which Arabs are 
contemplated as a considerable element, whose- rights and 
religious sentiments are to be rigidly respected and safe- 
guarded. Buta Jewish National Home—or a Jew'#h National

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seems to us a contradiction, both in terms and of the BALFOUR 
Declaration. Hence the real. key to the Palestine situation is 
to be found in giving to Jews as such, those rights and privileges 
in Palestine which shall enable Jews to make it as Jewish 
as England is English or as Canada is Canadian. That is 
the only reasonable or, indeed, feasible meaning of a Jewish 
National Home, and it is impossible for Jews to construct it 
without being accorded a National status as Jews. We are

As our contemporary says, the Jowish 
t National spirit must be encouraged, because that involves 


not merely rights, but responsibilities—an assuming of which 
in the Jewish National sense by Jews is really the crux of what 
solution of the Jewish problem is possible. The Liverpool 
Couricr is right when it adds that “if the project is narrowed 
down to a petty philanthropic scheme the spirit of dependence 
rather than independence is fostered"; that we do not want “a 
restored Palestine materialised in the form of a convalescent 
home": and that “ pettifogging and tinkering will lead to 
nothing.” Our ancestors could not in the neighbouring land of 
Egypt make bricks without straw. We shall never be able to 
build up a Jewish National Home in Palestine if denied the 
essential ingredient in the one means possible for the purpose. 

Next to being permitted freely to populate Palestine with 
Jews, it is important that the lives and property of Jews now 
living, and who go to live, there shall be. secure. © Mr. 
JABOTINSKY, in a letter which he sent to the Times of Saturday 
last, suggests for that purpose that the maintenance of 


a law and order in Palestine shall be assigned to the Jews there. 
ta His making such a proposal at all is proof of the impracticability 
ie g of maintaining in Palestine dual political entities, which Jews 
te and Arabs are in effect, seeing. that each is striving for 


political dominance of the country. This is a point not 
appreciated by either Lord Eustace Prrcy or the Corre- 
spondent of the. Times, who has been contributing a series 
pf articles to that journal. entitled “In Palestine To-Day,” 
and both of whom proclaim themselves sipporters of the 
Jewish National Home policy. But that is because, so it 
occurs .to us, they envisage the National Home-not as truly 
Jewish, but as one in which the Arab is to be politically in 
equality in all things with the Jew. A really Jewish National 
Home would not be jeopardised by Mr. ZANGWILL'S “ Voice of 
Jerusalem ” (we believe it would be greatly helped), nor by the 
communistic element which Lord EUSTACE PERCY acknow- 
ledges to be insignificant. It must be far otherwise with.a

In the extremely interesting interview which Mr. JABOTIN-

It is a thousand pities that just at this critical moment the 
leader of the Zionist Movement is compelled to be away from 
England for the purpose of composing the difference that has 
arisen between American Zionists and the World Organisation. 
We had no hesitation from the very beginning of this 
unworthy dispute in denominating the course pursued by 
the American Zionists as secession. It was an ugly word 
perhaps, but; although true, it was resented because it was 
ugly.

The Deputies and the Joint Committee. 

We believe that the Deputies will do a wise and proper thing if 
on Sunday next, when the question comes before them of renewing 
the arrangement with the Anglo-Jewish Association concerning the 
Joint Foreign Committee, they refuse to continue the “ Treaty.’ It 
is one that does not make for the general good of the Commupity, 
insomuch for one thing that it panders to an unworthy spirit. 
For the arrangement was contrived only to satisfy the senti- 
ment of certain gentlemen who, in some way or the other, 
came to the conclusion that either membership of the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association is a more select honour than 
being a Deputy, or that the Foreign Affairs of the Com. 
munity should not be conducted by its representatives. Both 
propositions are untenable. Indeed what can be done in respect 
to that particular branch of Jewish work can be accomplished 
only by virtue of the representative character of the body under- 
taking it; and it is absurd to assign that quality to the Council of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. It is far less representative, as Mr. J. L 
Conen, M.A., in the letter upon the subject which is printed elsewhere 
in the present issue, observes, than is the United Synagogue. The Asso- 
ciation's claim to determine, in conjunction with the Deputies, what 
the policy of the community in foreign matters shall be, rests, indeed, 
upon nothing more substantial than the fact that there was atime 
when the Deputies, who ought to have done the work, did not do it, 
and the Association which ought not to have done the work, did. 


We shall doubtless be told on Sunday that the Joint Committee 


arrangement must be renewed in the interests of communal unity. 


- We shall not be surprised if, say, Mr. JosernH Prac pours out his 


torrential eloquence in that direction, or if Lord RorTHscHi.p waxes 
oratorical on that well-worn, if not threadbare, line. If we are 
correct in our anticipation, the Deputies will have an altogether 
false appeal made to them. Because the way of communal unity 


is in the community as a whole leaving to its representative body— 
which, because it is representative, is essentially the one that 


should undertake it—the foreign affairs of Anglo-Jewry, and notin 
encouraging another organisation to interfere with the threat of 
independent action if its joint control of these matters is refused. 
There will also, we feel sure, be an appeal made not to upset the 
arrangement in the absence of the President. But Sir Srvart 
SAMUEL'S views generally on the subject are well-known, and he has 
probably taken care to express his opinion in writing, or otherwise, 
about renewing the arrangement now; or if he has not done so, he 
has indicated the little importance he assigns to it after practical 
experience of its working. _ We observe that notice has been given of 
a proposal, which, while discontinuing the present arrangement with 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, would allow the Foreign Committee of 
the Deputies to co-opt representatives of the other organisation. That 
seems to us to sacrifice the entire principle involved in the Deputies 
retaining in their own hands the conduct of communal foreign affairs. 
If it be thought that the Deputies Committee, when appointed, could 
be strengthened by the presence of certain persons who are not 
Deputies, but who have special knowledge of foreign matters—we 


have aman like Mr, CLAUDE, MONTEFIORE in mind—then the Gom- 


mittee should be given power to co-opt a certain number of 


He represents the democratic voice of Jewry, and ought . 
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individuals, But they should be joined to the Committee as 
individuals and not as members of any other body. In 


respect to foreign affairs, the Deputies should not alone have 
dominant control, they should have sole disposition in deference to 
their position as Anglo-Jewry’s representative body. 


The United States and Immigration. 


THE most drastic restrictive measure hitherto has now passed 
the House of Representatives and the Senate. It awaits the assent 
of the President, which, if obtained, will make it law, and it is 
doubtful whether President Harptne will veto it as did President 
WILSON practically the identical Bill, It is a far-reaching and 
Sweeping piece of legislation and must be regarded as yet another 
For its provisions have been devised 
chiefly in fear of the migration that might reach the United States 
if economic conditions in Europe remain as bad they are or become 
worse. Another motive for the Bill, which, if put into force, must 
cause widespread misery,is the desire to protect American labour 
from the full force of the rebound that is inevitable from war 
conditions.’ The measure limits immigration to low percentages 
from the various countries of the world represented in the great 
international melting-pot. It will be at oncé seen how 
harshly exclusive the Bill is. The most desirable immigrants, 
however much their presence in the country may be calculated to 
benefit it, are prevented through the arbitrary application of mere 
arithmetic; and that at a moment when there are millions of human 
beings to whom the bare chance of being able to get inta America 
may mean the difference between life and death. It is a cruel and 
selfish piece of legislation on the part of a country with such vast 
territories containing room for such unlimited population, that it is 
computed that all the immigration, contemplated as probable for the 


next many years by the promoters of the Bill into the United 
States, could find place in a single State of the union which 


would not then be as crowded as certain parts of Europe. It is 
no wonder that there is strong protest rgainst the measure, 
and that President HARDING is being invoked to veto it. Because 
the American spirit of individual Liberty, or rather the human 
spirit, of which Americans are not bereft, is outraged by it. 
We do not believe that the Bill is directcd against Jews, as we see was 
stated by the President of the New York Board of Aldermen, because 
we should be sorry to think that Mr. Henry Forp had succeeded in 
influencing to that extent his fellow-citizens. But whether it is 
or not is of really little consequence, compared with the fact that the 
Bill will be a particularly heavy blow to Jews, because the condi- 
tion of our people in Eastern Europe is the worst of all peoples 
there, and because they therefore need most of all others the 
facility of emigration. It is certain, too, that this restrictive 
legislation in America will re-act here, and accentuate for us the 
old grievous problem of wohin’ It must add considerably to the 
burden of poor relief which Anglo: Jewry to-day is able—or cares— 
to bear. 


The Berkeley Street Pulpit. 


We observe that the Rev. A, Conen, of Birmingham, is to 
occupy the pulpit of the West London Synagogue to-morrow. This 
is not the first occasion. on which an orthodox minister, so 
denominated because under the ecclesiastical @gis of the CHIEr 
RABBI, has preached at Berkeley Street--the Rev. S. FRAMPTON did 
s0 some time ago. The invitation accorded to, and accepted by Mr. 
COHEN, is, therefore, no new departure, and we call attention to if 
here only for two reasons. We desire to say how cordially we 
welcome this occupancy of the pulpit of the West London Synagogue

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


TOWARDS TRUE UNITY. 


By MENTOR. 


UNDAY week is appointed for the annual meetings of the Constituent 
S Synagogues of the United Synagogue. They are usually poor and 
somewhat futile gatherings. The important business, which ts 
really the election of representatives to the Council of the United 
Synagogue, is relegated to mere voting. Any discussion that takes piace 
at the meetings is usually in reference to petty local matters, Because the 
process pursued is for the voting for members of the Council of the 
United Synagogue (and other official posts) first to be held and 
then, when the poll is closed, for the meeting of the Synagogue 
to take place, the counting of the votes proceeding at the same time ag 
the meeting, and the result announced at its end. Thus, the subjects 
raised for discussion are almost invariably of the tiniest. I have heard 
the annual meeting of an important synagogue engaged in debating the 
rights and wrongs of a man’s being “called up” to the Reading of the 
Law sixth instead of fifth, or being allocated to the honour of raising instead 
of rolling the Scroll of the Law. I recollect that upon one occasion at the 
annual meeting of one of the most prominent of Metropolitan Synagogues, 
the discussion dribbled on in reference to the smallest of trivialities until at 
last a member rose and wanted to know of the Chairman whether it wag 
the right thing in a Jewish synagogue for the minister to greet one of tha 
members, “albeit, however, respectfully,” om the Sabbath Day, with 
“Good morning,” instead of “Good Shobbos.” “Now we are coming te 
something important,” whispered to me a genial wit; and if it had been 
possible to observe the demeanour of the outraged member without 
hearing what he had to say. there would.have been perspicacity as well 
as wit in my neighbour’s aside. 


Questions Vast and Various. 


Yet there is a great deal of true importance attaching to the election 
of those who are to serve the various Synagogues as members of the United 
Synagogue Council; because there are important questions, questiona 
which involve large Anglo-Jewish interests which are constantly within 
the purview of the Council, and upon which it were most desirable that 
the Constituent Synagogr e: should exercise their influence. and upon which 
The United Synagogue, as it bas fallen 
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of viow the most important institution in our Community. Its work 
goes far beyond the mere work of the places of worship within 
its control, or even the proper ordering of the services there to be held, 
From tho religious aspect, the United Synagogue largely regulates the 
genre of Judaism that has to pass as orthodox in this country, and 


adhesion to which, if it does not mark a man as a Chessid, neither does — 


it mark him as an Fpikoros. The religious relation of the Syna- 
gogue to other Jewish. denominations is also in the control of the 
United Synagogue Council, and the responsibility must be largely upon 
that body if there is, as we have it constantly asserted, a grave derelic- 
tion from religious observance, a weakening of the Jewish tie, and an 
increase in the disposition to throw off the obligations of our faith. 
Equally, on the other hand, if there is 4 fair maintenance of 
conformity to the precopts.and the practices of Judaism, notwith- 
Standing the gencral conditions with which Arnglo-Jewry is sur- 
rounded, then at least some credit belongs to the United 
Synagogue for its efficient and able administration in those centres 
of Judaism which its synagogues constitute. 


It would be of enormous interest then if these annual mectings 
of the United Synagogue, instend of being employed for discussing 


matters that do not matter, were utilised for considering some . 
of these religious questions as they occur to the respective local 


bodies concerned. To be stire, the range of subjects that would 
thus be opened up is vast and various. There are questions of 
Uniformity, and how far it is safe to allow individual synagogues 
to divert from the exact formula and ritual and practice that now 
are rigidly maintained throughout all the constituent synagogues. There 
is the question, the ancient question, as to whether it has made for the 
betterment or the worsening of Judaism in the Metropolis that the 
religious conduct of all the synagogues shall be subject to the leave or 
veto of one man, however eminent, however learned, however respected. 
And it follows that it is a matter for deep and earnest thought as to 
whether, within certain limits, there should not be a local freedom 
assigned to all the synagogues just as to a certain extent that local 
freedom is exercised now. If synagogues under the United Syna- 
gogues can have mixed choirs of male and female voices, and still 
be deemed orthodox, what reason is there for denying to those 
Synagogues that desire it an organ, on pain of their being decmed 
heterodox? I call to mind how a year or two ago, when referring to 
the so-called “ Reform” Synagogue in Upper Berkeley Street, I observed 
how I noticed on one occasion when attending a service there, that in 
most essential points the ritual and worship were really far more 
eonsistent with traditional Judaism than were those of some of the 
Constituent Synagogues inthe West End. The tethering of these Constituent 
Synagogues to an impossible, impracticable obligation, called the Deed 
of Foundation and Trust of the United Synagogue, which was adopted 
rather in defiance of, than in obedience. to, the Act of Parliament 
that founded the organisation, has made, it seems to me, for chaos and 
confuston rather than for order and consistency. More deplorab‘e still, 
it has made foran amount of make-believe and sham that cannot possibly 
have done other than harm to the faith which the Unite Synagogue was 
chiefly concerned in maintaining. 


Two Suggestions. 


But there are various other questions in which the United Synagogue 
is, as a body, interested. Indeed, it would be safe to say that there 
ls scarcely an aspect of Jewish work in which it does not take a 
larger or smailer part. The charitable organisation of our community 
fepends to a large extent upon the United Synagogue, which has also 
taken entirely upon itself the supremely important work of tending those 
who have fallen into criminal ways and of rescuing youthful delinquents 
back to the paths of worthy citizenship. So far-reaching is the work of 
tho United Synagogue thatit evenimpinges upon Zionism. For it hasfor 
years contributed anamountin relief of the poorinthe Holy Land. It has 
contributed a sum which has helped to keep Jews there even though in 
flependcnce, and thus has kept alive—just alive—the Jewish connec- 
tion with ourancient land. All these various activities are matters 
In which the rank and file of the various synagogues comprised in the United 
Synagogue should be educated, and for that purpose should be induced 
to take an interest. No better way could be found than in altering the 
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present practice under which the Annual Moetings of the various 
synagogues are held. I should like to see one or more meetings held 
every year in every synagogue, which should be convened for the purpose 
of discussing matters having reference solely to the work of the United 
Synagogue as a whole, and to the work of the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue. At those meetings those representing the local synagogues should 
attend, soas to give an account.of their stewardship in regard to the ques. 
tions that might be raised. At one of these mectings the election should 
take place, while the annual meeting of the local synagogue itself should be 
a separate affair. Because, although the subjects connected with such 
local synagogues are mostly small and trifling, there are, of course, other 
subjects that are of sufficient importance to warrant the holding of a meet: 
ing for the purpose of their consideration. I venture to throw out this sug- 
gestion to all those who are able to envisage the United Synagogue not as 
a mere vestry, but as a great institution which is doing, as it has done 
ever since it was founded, really great work for the community, 
doing it for the most part well, without inordinate fuss and with much 
single-mindedness—an institution upon which the community relies toa 
far larger extent than it is conscious of. 


Such as are able to see the United Synagogue in its larger aspects, 
to sec it as a great force making forthe betterment of Judaism and hence 
for Jewry—and hence, again, doing a great service to the State in 
ensuring it a worthy community of Jews—would be disposed to look 
at the future possibilities as well as at the past attainments of 
the organisation. The Chevra spirit unhappily is still strong in our 
midst, and the narrow-minded cantankerousness which induced the 
formation of the Federation of Synagogues (if it was not an even more 
personal and a far shrewder purpose) is still maintained. Then we have 
the same uncommunal spirit in several unattached congregations West and 
North and East and South, and this has prevented the United Synagogue 
from being all it could have been to the metropolitan community. WeH, 
it is to be hoped that a better sentiment of true unity, that unity 
which is unity without seeking uniformity, will spread and grow both 
outward and inward—both among the synagogues that are not yet 
allied to the United Synagogue and in the United Synagogue itself, 
That better sentiment would be of immense value. in strengthening 
and enlarging the activities of the organisation and must redound 
infinitely to the betterment of Jadaism in England. Nor does 
this refer only to the metropolis. There is no reason, even if there 
be many excuses, why provincial congregations shouid not come into 
aHiance with metropolitan synagogues under the wgis of a united syna- 
gogue which could become the United Synagogue of the United 
Kingdom. In France various groups of synagogues, including 
those in the French metropolis, are assigned to separate 
consistories, which in turn send a_ representative to a General 


Consistory, that would correspond to our Council of the United . 


Synagogue. We are thinking of appointing District Rabbis. It 
is time that we thought of grouping the various synagogues up and 
down the country into organised units which themselves would be 
organised under a Central body that could wellbe the United Synagogue 
enhanced. 


This is no more than another suggestion, and it is made mainly for 
the purpose of showing how fraught with the utmost consequences are 
the questions which reaily areinvolved inthe United Synagogue, and how 


important it is‘that they should be uuderstood and appreciated by the 


average congregant who should be induced to take an interest in, and bear 
his share of the responsility of them. This cannot be done if the 
annual meetings of the Constituent Synagogues are as they are to-day. 
For a United Synagogue forthe United Kingdom must be built up on rea 
and true democratic opinion, and must be supported, not so much byl 
money, as by the Jewish spirit of the community. That Jewish spirit 
could be educated by being given opportunities which are now absent, of 
learning and understanding and appreciating, and taking a share in, the 
important questions affecting our communal! life, which are involved in 
the work of the United Synagogue.

Is it too much to hope, especially as the weather is so fine and the 
country begins to look so nice, and the sea-side so inviting, and the coal 
strike is about to end, and the trouble in Silesia is to be resolved, and 
Germany is paying up, that some of my readers will now send me 
their reparation which is due from all of us to the Kiddies of the Slums— 
the reparation of théir health and strength which can be gained only by 
a few days at the seaside, or in the country, which they so sadly need ? 
I will say no more, except—no, I won't ask.

Immigration Restrictions in America, 
PROTEST CAMPAIGN, 


A meeting of protest, convened by the Immigrant Aid Society, at 
which it was computed upwards of five thousand persons were present, 
was held in New York. 

A resolution was passed, strongly protesting againt the Anti-Immigra- 
tion Bill, and against the exclusion of relatives of American citizens from 
entering the country. A copy of the resolution was sent to President 
Harding and to all the Senators. Nearly all the speakers emphasised the 
fact that the Bill was contrary to the American spirit of Liberty. The 
chief speaker was Mr. La Cvardie, President of the New York Board of 
Aldermen, who pointed out that the Immigration Bill was mainly directed 
against Jews. 

Various members of the Congress, among whom were Messrs. W. 
Schandler, 8. Wort, and Siegel protested against the passing of the Bill.

Shall the “ Treaty be Renewed ?

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—The very pertinent question asked by “ Mentor ” in your issue of the 
6th instant, as to what was the use of the Anglo-Jewish Association, is to be 
answered by the Deputies at their mecting next Sunday. They are “ to 
consider the question of the renewal of the Treaty with regard to the Joint 
Foreign Committee.” If they agree with the views and arguments of your 
contributor (and who can counter them) it is evident that the Board of 
Deputies could not agree to a Treaty with a body which no longer serves any 
useful function. Much less is it likely to allow that body almost equal 


influence in all questions affecting the Jews of other countries. 


But the fear has been expressed that undue pressure will be brought to bear 
on the Deputies to influence their decision on this issue. Certainly this has 
been the case on the last two occasions on which this question was raised. 
Your columns will bear testimony to the fact that when this question was 
raised two years ago the President branded all those who opposed the 
“ Treaty " as sectionalists and conjured up a picture of the foreign Jew, the 
alien, laying down the law to the British-born Jew. In addition, he, the vice- 
President and the Treasurer, threatened to resign unless the deputies swallowed 
the unpopular ‘Treaty. 

Was this a fair way of meeting the opposition to the proposal to make the 
Deputies the acknowledged representative body of Anglo-Jewry ? 

Last year the debate 6n the renewal of the “ Treaty + took place on the 
same day as the discussion on the resolution urging the Supreme Council of 
the Peace Conference to grant Great Britain the Mandate for Palestine. It 


‘was essential that this should be carried unanimously. The Zionists out of 


gratitude allowed the renewal of the * Treaty ” to be carried, only one deputy 
raising his hand in opposition. : 

Again, it will be seen that no attempt was made to meet the arguments of 
those who are opposed to the “ Treaty.” 
ate the view of those'who think that some new device will be resorted to next 
Sunday, and again a fair discussion and honest vote on a simple issue pre- 
vented, 

It should, however, be clearly realised that no one has been opposed to the 
Anglo-Jewish Association obtaining that representation on the Deputies that 
its membership warrants. It is probably justified in claiming that four of its 
members shall be allowed to vote as deputies. But that is very different 
from allowing it almost equal weight to all the rest of the Community in the 
great realm of Jewish interests outside the Empire. The “ Treaty” not 
merely allows undue power to this organisation (or rather to its executive, 


which refuses to give-a proper account of its stewardship to its own members), 
but necessarily insults all the institutions which are at present affiliated to the 


Deputies, who are given a lessened representation.

OBITUARY. 
Dr. H. ZOLOTAROV (New York). 


The death of Dr. H. Zolotarov, the distinguished Yiddish writer and 
dramatist, at the age of fifty-two, has taken place in New York. The 
deceased, who settled in America some forty years ago, began his career 


as a communist and wasted many years on the experiment of founding 
communist colonies in the distant States. As these colonies proved a 
failure he came to New York where he studied medicine, and wrote in 


radical Jewish journals on literary and economic subjects. Subsequently — 


he wrote a number of stories and several! dramas, which were performed 
with considerable success. ~ After the pogrom in Kishineff, Dr. Zolotarov, 
who was brought up in surroundings of assimilation, his father having 
been an advanced Socialist, became converted tothe Zionist ideal, for 
which he worked and wrote since then with all the zeal and idealism of 
which he was capable. His death at this moment is a great loss for the 
Zionist movement in New York. Shortly before his death he completed 
anew Yiddish drama, entitled “The Lost Samaratan.” 


Mr. S. J. JOKELSON (Newcastle-on-Tyne). 

By the untimely death of Mr. Simon Jacobs Jokelson, the Newcastle 
Community has lost one of its most devoted and capable workers. 
The deceased was one of the founders of the Jesmond Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, one of its most liberal supporters, and an untiring and enthusiastic 
worker for its welfare. But his activities were by no means limited 
to his own congregation. During the past five years as Treasurer of the 
Jesmond Committee of the Polish Relief Fund, he was success- 
ful in raising very considerable sums for the relief of our stricken 
brethren in Eastern Europe. Few realise how ceaselessly he toiled on 
behalf of the Fund, or how much of its success in the Jesmond district 
was due to his energetic and capable guidance. In the work of the 
Board of Guardians he took an ardent and an active interest, and his 
efforts were largely instrumental in increasing the numberof contributors to 
the charity. No one ever appealed in vain to Simon Jokelson on behalf of any 
good cause. Every object for the well-being of the Community, whether 
philanthropic or educational, always received his active interest and 
generous support. The extent of his private benefactions will never be 
known. The local community laments to-day the passing of one of its 


' most devoted workers. There will be many, however, who will prefer to 


think of our late friend as of one of the most lovable of men; many who 
will cherish the recollection of his genial engaging personality, and will 
join their sorrow to that of his bereaved widow and fatherless children, 
who mourn the irreparable loss of a devoted husband and father. May the 
Almighty. in His infinite mercy grant them strength in this, the hour of

Mr..P. S. COHEN (Sheffield). 
By the death on the 10th inst. of Mr. Pesach Solomon Cohen, 
Sheffield Jewry has been deprived of one of its foremost communal 
workers. Resident in the city for nearly forty years (he wasa native of 


Yaniver), he took a leading part in local Jewish life. A past Warden of 
the New Hebrew Congregation, and Treasurer of the Board of Guardians, 
he was one of the founders of the Talmud Torah Schools and the Shelter, 
and up to the time of bis death was Treasurer of the Mizrachi Society. 
His charities were extensive and catholic, and his sincere piety and pro- 
found scholarship earned for him the affectionate esteem of the whole 
Community. He is mourned by his widow and only son, Mr. Woolf

Mr. M. D. MENDLESON (Newcastle-on-Tyne). 
By the death of Mr. M. D. Mendleson, the Newcastle-on-Tyne Jewish 
Community have suffered a severe loss.

London Jewish Hospital. 


A meeting of the Council of Management was held at the Hospital on 
the 9th inst. 

Miss J. Todd, late Out-Patients’ Sister to the Royal Chest.Hospital, City 
Road, ‘was appointed Sister-in-Charge of the Out-Patients’ Department. 

Estimates were considered for the alteration and renovation of the 
adjoining premises to fit them for occupation by the Nursing Staff. 
Instructions were given for putting this work in hand immediately. 

The announcement was made of a legacy of £1,000 bequeathed by the 
late Mr. Daniel de Pass. The Chairman informed the Council that Mr. 
de Pass had in his lifetime communicated to him his sympathy with 
institutions such as the-Jewish Hospital, which tended to bring together 


the members of different sects. 


The question of payment by patients towards the cost of medicine 
was considered and postponed pending the receipt of further information. 
For the first time in its history, the Hospital has insufficient funds to 
meet its liabilities and has had to make arrangements with its bankers 


for an overdraft. 


The Council had hoped to have had a much more generous response 
to the appeal which they made recently, and it is of most vital importance 
that funds should be forthcoming immediately in order that the cost of 
building may be defrayed and the wards equipped for the reception of 
patients.— (COMMUNICATED}.

LXXXII.—BY-WAYS OF THE PRAYER BOOK. 


My CovusIN, 

Turning over some old papers recently I came across a well-thumbed 
Prayer Book, brown with age. Of a sudden ancient memories flocked 
to my mind, memories of my early youth, when this Prayer Book, handed 
down through three generations, had been my daily companion. I do 
not think this kind of Prayer Book is current to-day. It contains a large 
numberof what I may term extra items, many of which have disappeared 
from the standard Prayer Book of the type represented by “Singer.” I 
can still recall the pleasure of my childish mind in roaming along the 
by-ways of the Prayer Book, as distinguished from its highways. Of the 
prayersin the latter I knew the meaning tolerably well, for I was taught 
early ; in those of the former it was not thought necessary to instruct 
me, for rightly my elders desired to see me proficient in the highways of 
the prayer Book. But I dipped into the by-ways myself, and well do I 
recall the puzzling feeling in reading }\PO VIS, that curious extract 
from the Mishna. There was the sprinkling of the blood and the 
burning of the animals’ carcasses, and the horns of the altar and the 
directions as to the procession, and who should consume the 
flesh. All these things interested me immensely. And, my 
prying had the advantage cf making me acquainted in tender years 
with a piece of the Mishna, and I am grateful that, though I could 
not then understand its spirit, I learnt the text by heart by dint of daily 
repetition. The same applies to the thirteen rules laid down by Rabbi 
Ishmael for interpreting the text of the Bib!e. Rabbi Ishmael’s logic 
was beyond me then, but I took especial pleasure in repeating his 
rules, delighting in the consciousness that I knew them by heart. 

Another bypath which I often trod was the so-called Lang-Verachum,. 
I did so dislike its atmosphere. It seemed to come from some outer 
darkness, from a dismal age in which man was constantly beating bis 


breast and crying ‘“‘ Me, miserable sinner.” I was always glad when I got . 


to the end of it. But om Mondays and Thursdays, when I had 
finished reciting the wailing compositions, I found compensation in that 
really moving poem which is still printed in “Singer” on page seventy-three. 
This, I felt, came from the heart of a people. “Sce,” it says, “we have 
become a mockery. We are accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 
Strangers say there is no hope for us. Deliver us not over into the 
hands of the cruel.” There is truc tragedy in this poem, and the refrains, 
which breathe a confidence in Divin® Providence, which picad for mercy 
and freedom, which declare that despite all the sufferings “ We have still 
not forgotten Thy name "—these refrains, I say, are marvellously effective. 
What appealed to me most about them was that they were not couched 
in the singular; they were the prayer of a people. Even ip a translated 
form they are moving. One can almost feel the posture of appeal of a 
whole nation, with their arms outstretched to God. I feel that this is 
one of the finest prayers in the whole collection.

Mondays and Thursdays had another treat. While the scroll was 
being rolled up, the Reader chanted in a tune that always touched my 


heart a singularly moving set of supplications, each beginning with, * May . 


it be the will of our Father in Heaven.” There are five of them: tho 
first pleads for the re-establishment of the Temple; the second for the 
preservation of Israel ; the third for the continuance of scholars in éur 
midst; the fourth for the publication of good tidings and the great 
redemption ; and the fifth, the most touching of all, an omnibus prayer 
for those in trouble or captivity. 

After the morning service I invariably went through the whole of 
what I liked to regard as. the “Appendix.” There was a prayer for 
sustenance—a string of pearls without any connection. But I liked 
them; they had an atmosphere of theirown. Then came the prayer for 
a livelihood—again a string of sentences with a heartfelt “ Amen” at the 
end. The APY NLD followed, and I must say that I loved reading every 
day the story of the sacrifice of Isaac. It is an interesting story, well 
told. The same applies to the {07 N27, the miraculous feeding of a 
whole people. It was a good idea to put twosuch stories into the Preyer- 
Book, They give you the same sensation as you have in turning over the 
pages of an anthology, where as youread you pick here a rose and therea 
lily. ‘The Ten Commandments came next, and they were fittingly followed 
by the Thirteen Creeds. These again were succeeded by the prayer for a sea 
voyage—a prayer which expressed the attitude of man to the sea which 
must have been current in the pre-Columbus days. How they feared the 
storms and the waves, and possibly even sea-sickness ! But perhaps the 
spirit of this prayer is intelligible when one recalls the cockle-shells in 
which they travelled before the days of a twin-screw steamer. There 
was also a prayer for a journey on land, petitioning for protection against, 
robbers, mishaps and—evil spirits. 

Friday evenings also had their joys of exploring the bypaths of the’ 
prayor-book. I was always puzzled by that Mishnaic exposition of the 
various kinds of wicks which you might and might not use for kindling 
the Sabbath light. I could not understand its real meaning in those 
But IL had my compensation in the greetings to the Angels, 
bidding them peace as they came, and peace as they went. And having 
taken leave of the angels of the other world, one's attention was directed 
to the angels of this, and the praises of the Valiant Woman were sung. 
Nor was this the only singing on Friday night. The MVD! and their 
tunes, particularly the words and the haunting melody of 3728 8D NS 
wore specially delightful. The Sabbath day, too, yielded pleasures of 
exploration. I always recited the {205 DW’ with great gusto, but I 
did not fathom the reason why we should pray for the welfare of the 
Rabbins in Palestine andthosein Babylon. Palestine I could understand, 
but why Babylon? And who was the Resh Geluta? Was it Lord 
Rothschild, I wondered, or who? Yet though I could not under- 
stand why this particular prayer should have been recited, I learned, 
in the process of reciting it, a bit of Jewish history. I realised 
that there was atime when there were such persons as ‘73 
The effort was not wasted after all. 

Oa the Saturday afternoons of the winter months I took a special 
delightin chanting the 10ith psalm, which I thoroughly enjoyed, and the 
educative value of which cannot be over estimated. Truly it has been 
called the perfect nature poem. But it was on Saturday night that there 
was an abundance of tunes. First then 7197 
then ‘A WON, with its lilting refrain, PR in which we 
children joined with great heartiness. 


There were byways in the night-prayer, too. I revelled in reciting 
“Michael on my right hand, Gabriel on my left, Uriel in front of me, and 
Raphael behind me.” I always wondered what they looked like, these 
four angelic protectors. Their names conveyed a distinct message to my 
mind. | 

Finally, there was the blessing of the moon. I loved these 
talks to the moon. They were like realistic fairy tales, and 
when we all hopped in front of the queen of night I 
thought it great fun. Probably blessing the moon is a remnant 
of an ancient superstition which seems to have had wide currency. 
I remember a friend of mine telling me that if you bowed to. 
the moon and turned round three times while handling the money in your 
pocket, you might be assured that you would have an abundance of cash ° 
during the month: I have never tried this sovereign remedy myself, and 
I have never yet come across anyone who having tried it has reaped the 
reward of his faith. But then, perhaps, the lucky people kept their good 
fortune to themselves. 

But I see I am becoming frivolous. So I had better put back my 
ancient Prayer Book, and lay aside the memories it has called up. 
The highways of the volume I loved, but its by-ways interested 
and fascinated me in my early youth, making me feel 

“ Like some watcher in the skies

Sir,—I wish Mr. Burstein and your other correspondents would 
not call me “ brilliant.” That is too easy a way of suggesting that 
my propositions are untrue. ButI regret I cannot call Mr. Burstein’s 
letter even “ brilliant.” It is simply blustrous. He declares that 
it “ shows a lamentable want of thought” for me to say that 
“ the old orthodoxy wasa continuous adjustment to new conditions.” 
It.is sufficient to point out that the owner of a store of unleavened 
goods was allowed to sell it technically for the Passover Week to a 
Gentile neighbour, and to buy it back at the conclusion of the 
Festival. Mr. Burstein goes on to urge that, on the contrary, “ the 
Jew has always adjusted the new conditions to the old orthodoxy.” 
Let us see how this adjustment works in the country. which now 
possesses the greatest aggregation of Jews in a single cily that 
Jewish history has ever known—the United States. 

In a very friendly analysis of American anti-Semitism recently 
contributed to the Jewish Exponent, of Philadelphia, by the Rev. 


Dr. Hugh Birckhead, Rector of Emanuel Protestant Episcopal 


Church, Baltimore, we read :— 


America unconsciously aims a death blow at the observance of the 
Sabbath. The Jewish immigrant finds thousands of the miore fortunate 
of his race quite careless of its observance, and when the sacredness of 
the day passes, as it too often does, amid the screaming competition of 
our American life, the fatthfulness of two thousand years goes with it, 
and he flings off his allegiance to the God of his fathers in order to plunge 
deeply into the opportunities of a new land which seems contemptuous of 
all that is old, and that speaks of sacrifice and daily discipline. This 
tragedy is taking place on an enormous scale in our midst, and the loss to 
our American life in terms of splendid energy, mental ability and vision 
is beyond compute. When religion is gone, the moral fabric is shaken to 


its foundation. The Jew, because of his very strength, can be the - 


victim of his own passions to a degree that is scarcely possible 
with any Western race. His fall is commensurate with the 
height from which he falls. Now, the average man dwells 
more easily upon thé faults of others and almost relnctantly acknow- 
ledges their virtues. As a mental process it is far. easier 
to criticise than-praise, and.thus the Jew offers the most striking oppor- 
tunity in American life for every form of abuse, from the snicker of the 
vaudevilic theatres to the almost silent denunciation expressed in terms 
of aloofness by great religious bodies.

A “Liberal” Jewish Service.

Sir,—Writing as a Jew, who has our grand traditional Judaism at heart, 
and to whom the centuries-tried ceremonials are infinitely sweet and appeal- 
ing, I would utter my protest against * Liberal ’’ Judaism. 

I attended the service held under the auspices of the “ Liberal”? Jews at 
Stoke Newington last Saturday, and came away thinking how utterly alienated 
this form of Service is from the old Synagogue Service.that has suryived the 
ages, and which has kept and preserved Jewry throughout the ages. cuits 

in a service from which Hebrew is practically eliminated, during which a 
lady sat on a raised-platform, from whence a reverend gentleman read from 


the Sepher Torah (partly in Hebrew and partly in English), you are led to 


think how utterly devoid of Jewish tenets the whole procedure is. When 
the rev. gentleman announces we will now sing hymn No, —” whereupon 


the mixed choir rises and chants a Hebrew psalm in English, you cannot 
avoid believing for the moment that you are attending a Church Service. 
I'hen you hear a stray word of Hebrew, and it sounds strangely out of place, 
but it reminds you that you are really attending what purports to be a 
Jewish ” Service. 

What right have these people to tear away the old Jewish tenets, and the 
precepts that have kept Jewry a living force? Do they suppcese that there 
would have been a Jewry to-day had these doctrines prevailed years ago ? 

Whether a Jew is orthodox or not ; whether he keeps the Law as it should 
be kept or not, is his own private affair. It is no excuse for a body of Jews to 
say to him: “ If you carmot or will not keep your religion, we will offer you 
an easy and convenient Judaism that will do just as well. If you do not 
attend the Synagogue Service in the morning as you should, come to our 
substitute service at 3.30, it is quite as effective |” 

This sort of thing digs at the very roots of Judaism. Tt plants the canker 
that must end in the disintegration of Judaism for which our forefathers 
thought it a proud act to die, but for which this new sect does not think 
worthy to live. , 

In this material age, a revised edition of Judaism is not wanted. and an 
anglicised Judaism is worthless. What is needed is true Judaism strengthened, 
the beauties of our ancient faith set forth to the young generation, for, by the 


_ lesson it teaches, and by the example of the great men who lived for and loved 


it we can best revive the faith of our people throughout the world.

Sik,—I regret to think that one has to claim the hospitality of your 
valuable columns to call attention to what must indeed be considered a 
crying shame and a matter for most serious thought, particularly at this 
critical jancture in the very existence of our people. 

I and my family happen to be strictly orthodox, so perhaps I may 
advance this as an excuse for airing a grievance which I am taking so 
deeply to heart. 

The Jewish people of this neighbourhood boast of their huge attend- 
ances at the local synaijogue, their Beth Hamedrash, their crowded 
“ orthodox ” population, their “ home inflaence,” and their geueral Jewish 
environment. It seems all the more diffigult therefore to realise that 
all the convents in the neighbourhood are well attended by Jewish 
children, some alas! of the most tender years.. 

Is it possible to believe that there is actually the Mizrachi Kinder- 
garten held daily at the New Synagogue Class Rooms, where a per’ecs 
system of religious and secular education is taught, and which, in conse- 
quence of poor patronaye, can hardly exist’? , 

Might I suggest that the local clergy use theirinfluence to combat this 
terrible evil? Noone seems to care, and the unseen hand of the mission- 
ary is slowly but surely doing its deadiy mischief, and causing irreparabie 
barm to our ancient faith. Whata tragedy! 

Jewish mothers, from the innermost depths of my heart I appeal te 
you to take your children from these couvents and give them the oppor- 
tuaity of growing into Jews and Jewesses, and you will never regret it.

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Jewish teaching and Jewish tradition? Jewish teaching and 
traditions condemned those deplorable habits wherever they existed, 
more strongly than any of the writers who told their readers 
that ticy had abandoned Judaism on the ground of their msthetic 
objections to the interior arrangement of some poor place of worship. 
If the icjanctions and prescriptions of the Rabbis of old regarding 
cleanliuess, decoram in the synagogue, the conduct of the worshippers, 
and the minner of reciting prayers and reading Biblical lessons were 
observed to-day—then the synagogues which are described as orthodox 
would compare very favourably with the most advanced Reform Syna- 
gp. gdnes and even non-Jewish houses of prayer. But, however wrong 
those writers might pe in theic attempt to identify ugliness with ortho- 
doxy, Rabbi Daiches continued, it had to be admitted that many of our 
houses of worship failed to impress our young men and women in the 
right way just because our ancient laws and regulations regarding the 
conduct of our services, the appearance of our synagogues, the manner of 
the worshippers, the way of reciting the prayers and expounding the Law, 
were being ignored and constantly transgressed. Our children scarcely 
knew what true orthodoxy meant. There were those who argued that 
because they were satisfied, and their fathers before them were 
satisfied, with these conditions, therefore their children should be 
satistied, too, and the growing generation should realise the 
inner meaning of Judaism without being deterred by external 
defects. This was more than could be expected. For Judaism in this 
couotry was a comparatively young plant. It required careful tending 
and nursing, and it must be made attractive. 
generations of Jews in this country had been eating the fruit of the trees 
grown in different climes—fruit full of substantial nourishment, because 
yielded by well-grown and deep-rooted plants which had been tended by 
skilled and devoted gardeners. Our children had not this advantage. It 
was our duty to provide for them ina manner that should draw them 
away from more tempting, albeit poisonous, plants, and bring them to 
the vincyard of the Lord. We must provide for our children in the way 
our fathers provided for us, even though the methods to be employed 
might be different. Orthodox Judaism, if properly understood and 
explained, shou'd prove a greater attraction to our children than the 
most newly-fangled form cf Reform or” Liberal” Judaism. The only last- 
ing legacy we could leave our children was a true understanding and 
appreciation of genuine Judaism, resulting in respect and reverence for 
the fruit of the labour of our ancestors, and an enhanced prestige for the 
position of the Jew of to-day and of to-morrow among his hosts and 
neighbours. 


Dayan Mendelsohn on the Shulchan Aruch. 


Dayan L. Mendelsohn, M.A. delivered on Tuesaday, the thitd of the 
lectures which are being given under the University Extension Scheme, 
under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society at Toynbee Hall. 
His subject was the Shulchan Aruch. Professor Dr. Bichler presided. 
Dayan Mendelsohn traced the gradual evolution of the system of religious 
law. The oraland written law had long existed side by side. The Jews, 
like all nations, were influenced by the. habits and customs of the 
peoples among whom they lved, and this naturally led to the 
creation of emergency legislation. It was the duty of the 
sages cventually to decide how much of the arbitrary laws 
could be incorporated in the code. It was never to be forgotten that 
the binding nature of the Jewish law was never disputed. What 


the Sadducees and Pharisees argued over was its interpretation. ° 


It was after the final downfall of the Jews as a nation that it became 
ae to systematise the Law. The problem was how to strengthen 

«life of Jewry against the storms from without. The 
lecturer showed how the Mishna, the Talmud, and the Gemarah all 
became an integral part of the great Jewish canon. In the fifteenth 
century, Dayan Mendelsohn pointed out, the Shuichan Aruch was 
a collection of the Halachah, Minhagim, etc., up to that period. It was 
Joseph ben Ephraim Caro who was destined to be the last great codifier 
of Rabbinical Judaism. He was born in Spain in 1488, left his native 
country when four years old, and was taken to Turkey, in which 
dominion he spent the rest of his life. The lecturer gave a detailed 
account of the system adopted by Caro in his codification of the Shulchan 
Aruch, and illustrated it by numerous examples. Caro represented the 
Spanish school of Jewish thinkers, who were grcat systematisers, as 
opposed to the French, whose forte was interpretation. The Shulchan 
Aruch represented an attempt to create a central norm for all Jewry. It 
was the canon of life for the Jew, whose mode of existence was personified 
in the work of Joseph Caro. | |

THE SALVATION ARMY’S SOCIAL WORK. 


ITS SCOPE AND ITS NEEDS. 


On Monday next, over four hundred delegates of the Salvation Army 
will meet at the Albert Hall. They represent the social aspect of the 
Army’s work, and they are meeting to discuss and co-ordinate methods, 
find new fields of activity, and review the labours of the past year. 

No apology is needed to the readers of the JEwIsH CHRONICLE for 
drawing their attention to the Army's work and its needs. That work is 
divided into religious and social sides, and it is with the latter that we 
are concerned. Though it should not be forgotten that while the Salva. 
tion Army recognises that there can be no religion with a hold on its 
adherents which does not provide a creed and dogma, it is broad-minded 
and charitable in its attitude to all other faiths. But in its social 
activities it knows no creed at all. This work is based on the broadest 


‘bumanitarian principles, and the only test that it demands is the need of 


the sufferer. 

A review of the field covered by the social agencies of the Army dis- 
closes its world-wide aspect. In Great Britain alone it includes a 
Mothers’ Hospital, where over a thousand patients are cared for every 
year; Homes for the Wayward, which have been the means of saving 
thousands of boys and girls-from moral death; Hostels for Working 
Women and Sheiters for Friendless Ones, where during the past year 
over 300,000 took refuge ; and Homes for the Aged, 

The work of the Army is above all practical. As was pointed out by 
the late General Booth in his epoch-making book, ‘In Darkest England 
and the Way Out,” it is useless to preach salvation to men whose whole 
attention is concentrated upon a desperate attempt to keep themselves — 
alive. The first thing to do for such cases is to give them facilities to 
live. One of.the most important branches of the Army's labours is there- 
fore the finding of work for workless men. From its shelters thousands 
of men have been passed on from the Land Colony at Hadleigh to 
other havens, or have been found permanent or temporary cmployment. 

A survey of the Army's activities outside the British Isles is even 
more imposing in its revelation of its ceaseless efforts to assist suffering 
humanity. There is not a country to-day in which the Army has not its 
officers and its agencies. In countries as diverse as Belgium and Korea, 
the familiar uniform is to bo found. It is hard to particularise amid so 
vast a sphere of work, but special reference must be made to the work 
effected by the Army among the criminal tribes of India, and among the 
beggars of Ceylon, to the hospitals throughout the Eas. for the cure of 
ophthalmja, and above all to the self-sacrificing and painful labours on 
behalf of the unhappy lepers in the Dutch East Indies—work which has . 
won the sympathy and official support of the Dutch Goyernment. 

The Army is making an appeal for funds which run into many 
thousands of pounds. The hostility with which it was regarded has long 
since diced away in the universal recognition of its great work. The 
broad spirit of humanitarianism incuicated by such labours must 
eventually triumph over the narrow spirit of separatism and chau-— 
vinism. More than any League of Nations will such work, while 
encouraging the best traits in the character of all peoples, help to unify 
the spirit of universal charity that underlies the teaching of all true 
religion ; and it is from this point of view that the work of the Salvation 
Army is commended to the members of that faith which first taught tho 
world the doctrine of universal love,

JEwisH Cookery, 


PUDDINGS FOR THE CHILDREN, 


The children are always clamouring for something new in the way of 


puddings. The following recipes will doubtless be appreciated by the 
youngsters. 


JAM SAGo. 


REQUIRED: Fine sago, one breakfastcupful; jam; water and sugar. 

MPTHOD.—Soak the sago in water overnight. Next morning put a 
good layer of jam at the bottom of a greased pie-dish. Pour in the sago, 
sprinkle it thickly with sugar, add enough water to float it, and bake in a 


moderate oven until it is perfectly clear. The jam will rise up through 
and colour it. 


CHOCOLATE PUDDING, 


REQUIRED: “Zakah” margarine 3 ozs; 2 eggs; two heaped tabie- 


spoonfuls each of flour, ground rice, sugar, aud chocolate powder ; baking 
powder, one heaped teaspoonful. 


METHOD.—Slightly warm the margarine, then beat it to a cream with 
the sugar: beat up the eggs lightly and add to the mixture. Mix tho 
flour, rice, chocolate powder, and baking powder together, then lightly 
stir them into the eggs and margarine. Turn into a greased basin and 
steam for one-and-a-half to two hours. 


CANTERBURY PUDDINGS, 
REQUIRED: “Zakah” margarine, 2 oz.; sugar, 2 oz.: flour, 4 oz.; 


grated rind of a lemon; 2 eggs; jam; baking powder, } tea- 
spoonful. 


MeTHOD.—Cream the margarine and sugar together; beat in the eggs 
flour, and lemon rind, adding the baking powder last, Grease some small 
cups or dariole moulds, half fill with the mixture, and bake in a brisk 


oven ten to fifteen minutes. Turn out the puddings on toa warmed dish, 
and pour melted jam round them. 


ANANA BATTER PUDDING. 

REQUIRED: Three bananas; flour, 4 0z.; two eggs; ‘salad oil, one 

tablespoonful; cold water, one teacupfal. 

METHQD.—Beat up the yolks of the eggs lightly; add the oil and 
water. Put the flour in a basin, add the mixture and stir with a 
wooden spoon until quite smooth and .free from lumps. Beat up the 
whites of the eggs quite stiff, then lightly stir into the batter. Then loave 
it to stand for two hours. - Grease a pie-dish, pour in half the batter, then 
the bananas cut into rings. Sprinkle with castor sugar, and then pour on 
the rest of the battcr. Bake in a quick oven until setand nicely browned. 
Serve at once. 


FAIRY SWEET. 
REQUIRED: Stale sponge cakes; one small tin: of apricots; castor 
sugar; whites of three eggs; and “ hundreds and thousands.” 

MBETHOD.-—Cover the bottom of a glass bowl with apricots, then add 
a thick layer of sponge cake crumbs, moisten with syrup from the 
apricots, then add another layer of apricots. Whip up the egg whites 
very stiff with a little sugar, and heap in top of the fruit. Sprinkle the 
top with “ hundreds and thousands.” , 

N.B,—Any other fruit can be used instead of apricots. 


High Tea at Norwood. |

A little while ago it was a certain lady's birthday, and she drove me . 


down to her birthday party at West Norwood. Woe were fifty or sixty 
merry people in a long handsome hall, where most of us had not only our 
tea or milk and bread-and-butter and cakes, but also a big golden orange 
and a bag of sweets. . One of our party was over eighty and another over 
seventy years, but the majority of us were little people of six or seven, or 
even younger. For in 1910 our oldest visitor had built this beautiful home, 
with its shining tiles and polished timbers, its snow-white dormitories, 
and brilliant bath-rooms in memory of a beloved husbandand herself, 
Arnold and Jane Gabriel.

Hospital, of which it is a modern annexe, it is rich in the successes of its 
former pupils, and withal so poor that the smallest contributions are 
thankfully received. The fifty—or rather fifty-seven—infants danced for 
us very prettily, and sang for us very sweetly ; and then one of the visitors, 
who chanced to remember it, recited part of an old ode, first dceclaimed 
many years ago ata festival of the old Jews’ Orphan Asylum, when Jacob 
Waley, Conveyancer to the once honourable but now extinct Court of 
Chancery, was Chairman. The quaint verses told how 

The children wander’'d in the wood 

Among the wild wood elves, 

They pluck'd the scanty wood-berries, 

‘They wept, they cheer’d themselves. 

And went on with the old old story of the “ Babes in the Wood,” to whom 
their kinsman was less than kind, which story these modern orphans 
thereupon proceeded to act in pretty plaintive style, with song and 
dance, ‘the little girls hopping in daintily as fairy robins, to cover 


with leaves two of their companions who lay sleeping a long sleep on the 


round. 
. Then, under the knowledgeable direction of Mr: and Mrs. Kaye, a 
heap of children’s treasures were distributed, tops and picture- books, tea- 
things, skittles, bats and balls, so that none of the janiors went-.cmpty 
away. Thus the Lady Bountiful of tho story had sixty birthday presents, 
and learnt once again that it is better to give than to receive. As she 
drove away through the grounds so glorious in their spring verdure, the 
little children crowded to the end of the asphalted playground, waving 


“their hauds and handkerchiefs, nodding heads crowned with parti- 


coloured caps extracted fromthe “crackers,”.and piping in their infantile

Jaffa: The True Cause. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


WITH 
MR. VLADIMIR JABOTINSKY. 


EW happenings, even in recent years of tragedy piled upon 
tragedy which the Jewish people has had to sustain, have 
searched it to the very depths so much as the fatal affray 
at Jaffa. The pogroms in the Ukraine and in Poland and 

anti-Semitic outbre@ks everywhere else were a thing apart. The 
Jaff. affair was a stab at the very vitals of the Jewish people, at its 
heart, at the very core and centre 
of its being—its religious, its racial, 
just as much as its national being. 
For this was in Palestine, which the 
Jew has fondly cherished and 
idealised as Eretz Yisrael, and it was 
a blow struck at what we Jews know 
well enough is an effort that is being 
made for maintaining, humanly 
speaking, our very existence, 

What immediately led to the Jaffa 
affray has not yet been determined, 
and will not be known until at least 
the Commission, which Sir Herbert 
Samuel bas appointed, reports. 
it was at once obvious to those who 
know anything of the conditions in 
Palestine and, above all, the con’ 
ditions in Jewry regarding the future 
of Palestine in relation to the Jewish 
people, that the true cause lay far 
deeper than the mere events which 
showed themselves upon the surface 
of the riot. Few men have a more 
intimate knowledge of the position of 
things as they are in Palestine than 
Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky, and it is no 
surprise to find that in an tnterview which he accorded to the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE he places his finger upon the real responsibility 
for the Jaffa outbreak upon the Jewish people themselves. 

“ You ask, who in my opinion is responsible for the Jaffa events?” 
said Mr. Jdabotinsky. “I will answer you with perfect frankness. 
The responsibility does not rest in one quarter only. CGertainly much 
can be said about the weakness shown by the Pdlestine Administra- 
tion in failing to dismiss unfriendly officials or to stop the artificial anti- 
Jewish agitation. The Zionist Commission also must be blamed for not 
having been more explicit and insistent in its numerous representations 
t» the Government. Reproach should also be levelled against the 
Zionist Executive in London for having failed to impress upon the 
Home Government the necessity for a better Mandate. Finally, the 
Home Government itself is guilty of shortsightedness, absence of a whole- 
hearted programme, hesitation, and attempts to please everyone without 
satisfying anyone in particular. The severest blame must also be appor- 
tioned to the little group of Jewish Communists in Palestine. I, for one, 
co not believe that they actually provoked the Jaffa events; but their 
behaviour on this, and on many other occasions, was certainly an 
unforgivable treachery to the most elementary Jewish interests. All 
these criticisms are just, but they are also cheap and casy. You know 
that I myself have always been 'a scvere critic, and I believe that 
criticism is a very essential element of construction. But I have little 
faith in criticism unless it emanates from those who have already fulfilled 
their own duty; and when I hear Governments or Executives blamed or 
reproached in the Jewish press, orat Jewish public meetings in the, 
Diaspora, I cannot help always asking the same question: ‘ You, who

Jaffa events is the Jewish people itself. It applauded the Balfour 
Declaration and San Remo, it waved blue-and-white flags in honour of the 


Halutzim, and when Sir Herbert Samuel was appointed it cried out 


rapturously about Ezras and Nehemiahs. But it has failed in the 
acid test that, with the irony in which providence somotimes 
indulges, is money. This people, the synonym of wealth, has 
failed to raise the money necessary to carry out even the first 
step towards the National Home, or to make immigration 
of large numbers of those Halxtzim economically possible. Jewish 
masses have frequently protested against restrictions imposed on 
our immigration, but, as a matter of fact, since the appointment of dir 
Herbert Samuel up to the date of the Jaffa riots there were no restric- 
tions whatsoever. There was simply the question as to whether the 
Zionist Organisation could issue to every immigrant who had no private 
means a certificate stating that he would be provided with work. But 
work cannot be provided unless there are sufficient funds for the buying 
of land, for building materials, raw materials for industry, machinery, 
equipment, etc. It is childish to believe that an immigrant costs only 
the amount involved in the direct expenditure of his transportation. 
The cost of immigration is the total cost of the reconstruction of Palestine. 
So long as the Jewish people fail to raise the necessary funds for 
this reconstruction work, there can be no question of a sound and 
systematic large-scale immigration. 
JEWRY'S FAILURE. 

“During the months which have passed since San Remo the Jewish 
people has utterly failed to doits duty (exclaimed Mr. Jabotinsky gravely). 
I know all the talk about the financial crisisand other drawbacks. There 
are always abundant excuses for not doing what we do not wish to do, 
and in sober truth there may be a sufficient reason for our people not 
having subscribed £25,000,000. But the Jews of all the world, or even 
the Zionists of all the world alone, could easily have produced a quarter 
per cent. of this sum. 
They have not produced even 3 per cent. of this sum in cash, though 
p! ‘edges, of course, have boen signed galore. 

“Here is the real cause at the bottom of all our trouble. Do you 
realise that with all the cheering and the unending rhetoric,about the 
Halutzim, up to now we have only been able to introduce into Palestine 
three thousand of these splendid pioneers? There are tens of thousands 
of them waiting all over Eastern Europe, but we could not aud cannot 
dream of sending them to Palestine because we have no money to give 
them work. Had we been able to let them enter the country, such events 
as the Jaffa riots would have been made simply impossible. Give us the 
power to engage a thousand Halutzim in house-building in Jaffa and 
another thousand in agricultural works around Mikvé Israel, and any 
attempt to storm the Jewish quarters would be stopped in twenty 
ininutes. 

“Some of my greatly esteemed friends are very loud in criticising the 
Mandate, and so far as that goes they are.right. I claim to be one of the 
severost critics of this eviscerated document; but I maintain that it could 
be amended even now, at the eleventh hour, were it not for the fatal 
impotence to which the Zionist Executive is doomed by the failure of the 
Jewish people to pay up what is in honour. due from them to both their 
heritage and their future. 


BLUFFING THE WORLD. 

“When Mr. Churchill went to Palestine, he saw there, of course, our 
colonies, our schools, and our Halutzim*: but he also discovered that we 
were just trudging along without creating anything new, that the Halatzim 
were in rags and had no boots, and were engaged in road construction for 
which not we but the Palestine Government paid, and may to-morrow refuse 
to pay. It is easy to imagine how this picture affected the prestige of the 
Zionist Organisation in the eyes of the Colonial Secretary. Had we been 
able to show him, say, thirty new colonies ia construction, hundreds of 
houses going up ia every part of the country, well equipped camps, 
kitchens, hospitals for our Halutzim, and a stream of money pouring into 
the coffers of the Organisation for farther developments, then, I assure 
you, we should have been able to talk’ about the Mandate in quite a 
different tone. Then perhaps I could understand the point of view of my 
friends, Dr. Marmorek or Mr. Jean Fischer, who urge us to ‘tell the 
British Government to give a better Mandate, or else we shall have te 
stop our work,’ Asit appears to-day, I am sorry to say we have nothing 
to stop! 

“In the Legion question, which is now the main problem of Palestine 
—because without security for Jewish life and property there can be no 
constructive work—we are again handicapped by the absence of means. 
The Jewish Legion would, by now, have been firmly established from 
Dan to Beersheba, protecting Jew and Arab alike, if we could have offered 
the overburdened British taxpayer to bear our share of this expenditure. 
If we aro defenceless, the Jewish people once again has itself to blame. 


“THE DOOM. OF JUDAISM.” 

“ sh - Ijike these words to be a warning to every Jew and especially 
toeve. .onist, Things cannot goonin this way. If you donot mean to 
pay the Ma’aser, your tithe for Palestine re-construction, there is 
no use in bluffing the world and involving a friendly Christian nation 
in commitments which are not so easy to bear. Yet that is what the 
Jewish people is doing, shouting, and failing to pay, keeping up the 
sham ofa world organisation which, in the nature of things, can do 
nothing practical. Iam as dissatisfied as anybody with the Zionist Com- 
mission in Palestine and with the Zionist Executive in London. There 
will be a Congress in September, and you are welcome to dismiss anybody 
you dislike and toappoint anyone you prefer. But no geniusin the world 
will be able to take a step further in Palestine unless the Jewish people 
is willing to make the material sacrifice demanded of it. Immigration, 
public security, reconstruction, Mandate, the Jewish Legion, Zionism as 
a whole—everything stands and falls with the Palestine Foundation 
Fund—the Keten Hayesod. ‘The Jewish,people must pay the Ma’aser— 
pay it now or face the consequénces, which I for one agree with a reogne 
writer in your columns, would assuredly mean the doom Of Judaism.”

THE RELATION OF OUTWARD 
TO INWARD RELIGION. 


** Netther shall he go out of the sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary of his God, 
for the crown of the anointing oil of his God is upon him.— Leviticus xz ri., 72. 

It will be generally admitted that religion expresses itself in two 
ways-—outwardly, in certain external acts of worship, and inwardly, ina 
Spiritual relationship of the inner man to the object of worship... But men 
are so differently constiiuted, mentally and morally, that while some are 
inclined to attach most importance to outward religion, others lay chief 
stress upon the nccessity of inward religion ("8'S":D ANS). We shall be 
on safe ground, and nearer to the truth of the matter, if we recognise the 
value of both kinds of religion, and say with our teachers of old: 
377 FANS IN MS We need both kinds of religion, because we 
are compounded of body and soul, so that our worship of God has need to 
correspond to the dual nature of out composition. Nothing is more com- 
mon in these days than to hear people deny ceremonial religion.: They 
Speak contemptuously of forms and ceremonies as being mechanical, 
and tending to kill the life of the spirit. “Iam a Jew in my heart,” says 
one, who attempts to excuse himself from practising the outward and 
often inconvenient rules of his faith, “and I consider myself a far better 
Jew than So and So, who lays } 7EM and gocs to synagogue twice a day. 
I worship my God in the shrine of my inmost spirit.” What is the value 
of ceremonial religion? Ceremonies, as we wrote last week, are not to 
be regarded as ends in themselves, but they are a means, and a highly 
neccessary means, of arousing inward religion. Our inward feelings are 
touched by what appeals in the first instance to our physical senses. We 
reach to the soul through tho averues of sense—the eye, the ear, the 
mouth, the hand. The High Priest in the text holds communion with 
God by remaining within the sanc‘uary in close 

TOUCH WITH ITS SACRED OBJECTS. 
It might have been thought that be could minister to God outside, any- 
where. But being human, like ordinary mortals, he necded these visible 
and constant reminders of holiness to impress him ‘with the sanctity of 
his office. We read that when Moses, at the battle with Amalek, raised 
his hands Israel prevailed, and when he lowered them Amalek prevailed. 


- On which the Talmud asks, ‘ Did then the fate of battle depend on Moses’ 


upturned or lowered hands?” “No,” is the reply, “but when Israel 
looked up to heaven, and directed his thoughts to the highest things, 
victory was assured; when, however, his thoughts were cast downwards 
upon the things of the earth, he suffered defeat.” It was the same when 
Israelites looked aloft at the brazen serpent which Moses made to stave 
off the plague. Again the Talmud comments, “The serpent could neither 
kill nor revive; but when Israel directs his thoughts heavenwards his 
troubles disappear.” Neither the uplifted hand of Moses nor the brazen 
serpent constituted worship, but both served as a means of arousing 


- worshipful thoughts ; they were finger-posts pointing upwards to heaven. 


ven Moses himself was not independent of such visible signs. Even he 
suffered from bodily fatigue which caused his uplifted hands occasionally 
to droop; and if he needed physical supports to worship, can we afford 


to dispense with them? Occupied as we are from morning to night with 


worldly concerns, how can we hope to distract our thoughts, unless from 
time to time we enter God's temple and allow our minds to beinfluenced 
by its sacred associations? Through material things to spiritual; for 
human beings there is ro other approach to the spiritual. Were we 
disembodied spirits, it would be otherwise; but we are creatures of flesh 
and blood, and our thoughts, however spiritual, seek to clothe themselves 
in a bodily form. The voice of prayer and praise, the open prayer-book, 
the outstretched scroll, the kindled lamp, the ritual vestments—are allso 


‘many means of stirring up devotional piety inthe worshipper. Devotion 


cannot feed on itself, it has to be sustained by physical agencies. More- 
over, oubward forms of worship 
SERVE TO UNITE 

the members of a religious community into a single whole. Communities 
are consolidated by common forms of worship, special manners and 
customs, rites and ceremonies. What is it that has kept Israel together 
as a distinctive people through all his marvellous vicissitudes? The 
Religious Idea, the mere Belief in one God, could never have proved an 
effective bond of union unless it had been supplemented by traditional 
forms of worship which served as an outward sign of national 
unity. The brotherhood of Israel of which the 122nd Psalm sings 
is a brotherhood of the tribes who go up to Jerusalem to worship 
at the festivals “for a testimony unto Israel.” Outward religion is, 
moreover, a defence against dreaminess, riotous imagination, a habit of 
reverie which abandons ftself to mere contemplation and loses grip of the 
realities of life. Some people regard these states of mind as of the very 
essence Of religion. But the Jewish religion discourages such tendencies 
by giving the religious mind a more healthful occupation. “And now 
Israel,” asks our Lawgiver, “What doth the Lord thy God require of 
thee, but to fear the Lord thy God, to walk in all his ways, and to love 
him, and to serve the Lord thy God with all thy heart and with &ll thy 
soul, to keep the commandments of the Lord, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy good?” Yes, thtse statutes that we are 
commanded to perform are for owr good; they keep the religious life 


‘healthy, and prevent it from becoming one-sided. Ioaward reiigion we 


need of course, the religion of the heart. It is the crown of religion— 
33 —butit has to be conjoined with the outward 
religion of active Not that God needs our 
outward services, but we need them to give practical expression to our 


devout feelings. When the Israclites consecrated themselves to God's 


service at Sinai, they said: “We will do, and we will hear.” By doing 
thus we train ourselyés to hear the voice that speaks to thé inward soul of

MR. JABOTINSKY’S SUGGESTIONS. 


The Times on Saturday printed a long letter from Mr. V. Jabotinsky 
on the affray at Jaffa and its causes. His letter begins: 


It must be obvious by now to every fair-minded person that the Jaffa riots— 
followed by attacks on the Jewish settlements of Rehobot, Petah-Tikvah, and 
Hedera (the latter quite distant from Jaffa) had nothing todo with the behaviour 
of those “‘ Jewish Communists’’ who tried to disturba Jewish labour meeting 
in a purely Jewish quarter of Jaffa. The *“‘Communists” in question are a 
quantité négliqgéable. At the recent élections to a general conference of Jewish 
labour in Palestine they collected some 250 votes out of 5,000, or five percent. 
This isa remarkably smal! percentage compared with French, Italian, or even 
English labour. Their organised strength in Jaffa is hardly overascore. ‘They 
are cordially hated by every Jew in Palestine, and especially by labour. There 
is no suggestion in official reports that they attacked the Arabs; and the mere 
presence of this handful in a country of 700,000 inhabitants cannot and should 
not be used as an excuse for such a storm of murder and pillage. : 

The trath is that the riot was a premeditated business. ‘The agitation had 
been active for-many months. Recently published articles can be quoted from 
the Arab press urging the natives to ‘‘show’”’ the British tax-payer that order 
can only be secured by the employment of a very large garrison. The other 
facts worth noticing are that tlhe labour meeting in the Jewish quarter was duly 
sanctioned by the authorities and was absolutely peaceful; that, besides killing 
33 Jews and wounding’ well over 120 (including a number of women), the 
defenders of property v. communism looted over 40 Jewish shops; and that a 


surprisingly large number of Jaffa Arab policemen have already been remanded 


on charges of murder in connection with the riot. 


Mentioning that no sound constructive work is possible without some 
rudiments of public security, and declaring that the confidence of tho 
Jewish people both in the British word and in Sir Herbert Samucl’s 
statesmanship is unswerving, Mr. Jabotinsky says that whatis expected 
now is a proof that the Jaffa lesson has been understood. The proof will 
be the definite abandonment of the official scheme for raising a Palestine 
Defence Force—a force which was to include a number of Arab Units.” 
He continues : — 


‘True, the scheme also implies the raising of Jewish units as a part of the 
same local force. Jewish opinion in Palestine before the Jaffa events had 
acquiesced in it but reluctantly, out of personal deference to Sir Herbert 
Samuel, though conscious all the Aime that, in case of serious troubic, this 
arrangement would only result in a regular fight between two armed bodies. 
Bat since then we have had Jaffa. It would be cruelly ironical now to suggest 
a comradeship inarms. By joining the force, Jews would sanction the paratie! 
arming of an element whose intentions towards the Jewish population are only 
too evident. Such a course, after the Jaffa lesson, would be both morally 
inadmissible and psychologically impossible. 


Mr. Jabotinsky then outlines alternative proposals for a mixed 
Defence Corps, composed of Jews and Arabs :— ; 

There are only two efficient ways of securing the protection of Jewish life 
and property in Palestine. The one is for the Jews themselves to create an 
extensive and well-armed self-defence organisation with ite own headquarters, 
its ordnance, its intelligence service. This can easily be done; and the efficieney 
of such a self-defence corps in promenne or repulsing attacks has been amply 
“mega by experience. In the Easter cf 1920, the only part of Jerusalem affected 

y the riots was the Walled City, where, owing to the old-world character of its 
Jewish inhabitants, no loca! self-defence could have been organised ; all the 
other quarters of the City were guarded by Jewish patrols, with the result that 
not one casualty occurred there. In the riots of the last week the Jaffa Jews 
were caught unawares; but the subsequent attacks on the colonies were 
checked, in the first line, by the Jewish self-defence. But, notwithstanding all 
this, no responsible Zionists would like the idea of such a permanent institution. 
A force of this kind cannot be as thoroughly controlled as an armed body should 
be. Besides, its existence would be a constant reminder of danger and there- 
fore a handicap to productive deveropment. What Palestine needs is a state of 
security where no self-defence organisations are necessary. 

The other way—the only sound one—would be the presence of a British 
garrison including a strong Jewish contingent. The fact cannot be denied that, 
so long as there were, within the Brilish garrison in Palestine, 5,000 Jewish 
soldiers, there were neither anti-Jewish nor anti-Arab riots; after their reduc- 
tion to 400, six Jews and six Arabs were killed in Jerusalem ; after their total 
disbandment, over 30 Jews and 10 Arabs were killed in Jaffs. It is in the light 
of this irrefutable experience that Zionists have always demanded and are still 
demanding that a defence arrangement whose efficiency has proved itself both 
positively and negatively should be retained. 


Finally, Mr. Jabotinsky discusses the usual objection, viz., that 
military expenditure is unpopular. He argues :— 

It is for the British public itself, not for me, to decide whether such con- 
consideration, however important, may be allowed to prevail after the Balfour 
Declaration has been given, Jewish hopes aroused, Jewish blood shed in Galli. 

li, in the Jordan valiey,in Jerusalem and in Jaffa. But as a matter of fact the 
ionist offer implies a not inconsiderable reduction of expenditure. The 
strength of the Palestine garrison in the Army estimates being 
about 8.000, it is proposed that the ‘‘Judean’’ regiment (58th-40th 
Royal Fusiliers) should be comprised in this number-—say up to 4,000. 
Jewish volunteers would be enlisted on condition of reduced pay—£E1 (£1 Is.) 
pee month for a private. Marriage and other allowances would be abolished 
n the unit. It would work out at less than £15,000 for N.C.O.’s and 
men’s pay per battalion. The corresponding figure in a British infantry 
battalion is about £65,000. The saving for four battalions would amount to 
£200,000. Furthermore, once the unit firmly established as a part of the British 
garrison, the Keren Hayesod would be prepared to submit B nam ger concerning 
annual contributions in money towards the upkeep of the Jewish battalions. 


THE TIMES’ LEADING COMMENTS. 


The Times, in addition to printing Mr. Jabotinsky’s letter, devoted to 
it a leading article, which begins as follows: “The stoppage of Jewish 
immigration into Palestine after the Jaffa riots is doubtless a temporary 
measure, but its wisdom is open to serious doubt, and it will need to be 
supplemented by a stronger assertion than we have yet had of the will 
‘and policy of the Palestine Government.” After summarising some 
passages in Mr.- Jabotinsky’s letter, and incidentally adding that, as 
assumed by the Times Special Correspondent, some of the Jewish immi- 
grants are indiscreet in. their behaviour towards the Arabs, and that 
Arabs are not generally loyal to the policy of the “ National Home” for 
Jews, the Times deals with Mr. Jabotinsky’s suggestion for a Jewish 
Corps, or for a British Garrison, including a strong British Contingent. 
Our contemporary says: 

He holds out the inducement that the Jews will consent to serve mack 
more cheaply than the British soldiers, and that there will thus be a consider- 
able saving, which he estimates at £300,000. That the Jews make excellent 
soldiers in Palestine we already know, but the proposal is not one that can be 
accepted in its present form. For Jews and Arabs have somehow to get on 

ether, and there is an end to all idea of political equality betweem the races 
of cordial co-operation later, if milit 
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elementary privilege of is restricted to one of them, however 
indubitable its loyalty and goodwil! Tr be. It would give the Arabs a real 
rievance against the national home, and its ill effects would be felt outside the 
undaries of Palestine. At the same time, we havea right to insist that the 
Arabs should be loyal to the policy of the national home, which will benefit all 
Palestine, Arabs and Jews alike. It is not a Jewish, but a British anda Pales- 
tinian policy. If there is any doubt in Arab minds about the determination of 
the Government to establish the national home, it should be removed once for 
all, and the first-step should be the abrogation of the embargo on Jewish 
immigration. Secondly, if thé representatives of the Jewish race may 
properly be asked to discipline their own extremists, so may the repre- 
sentatives of the Arabs. The future garrison of Palestine will, sooner or 
later, have to be raised locally, and when the policy of the Government 
has been clearly defined, the best plan might be to form a League of 
Zionists and of Arab notables, who are sympathetic with Zionism, and to 
restrict military enlistment to Jews and Arabs, for whom the League will make 
itself responsibie. The real conversion of the Arab to Zionism will be accom- 
plished by the benefits that Jewish immigration and the economic development 
of Palestine wil! confer upon the country. In the meantime, much might be 
done, both for the cause of order and for the co-operation of the two races, by 
such a League as we suggest. 


REPLIES TO MR. JABOTINSKY. 


MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 


On Tuesday last the Times printed a letter from Mr. Israel Zangwill, 
who deals therein both with Mr. Jabotinsky’s letter and- with the paper's 
comments thereon. Mr. Zangwill writes as, follows :— 

Sir,—In your remark as to the need for_‘‘a stronger assertion than 
we have yet had of the will and policy of the Palestine Government,” lies 
the key to the Palestine situation. Unless it is impressed upon the Arab 
mentally that the programme of “a Jewish National Home” is 
irrevocable, Palestine will become a second Egypt to England, and 
an ancient Egypt to its unfortunate Jews. ' Moreover, the present 
British-Zionist scheme is as unworkable economically as it is politically. 
Every square inch of soil, for example, has to be purchased. I search 
history in vain for a colonization on sucha basis.. Joseph Chamberlain 
offered Zionism 6,000 square miles in East Africa, but the present govern- 
ment and Sir Herbert Samuel refase it even the Palestinian Crown lands, 
though the available territory appears to be only 125,000 acres, not a 
seventh of the area of Sussex. Even were this conceded it would still be 
necessary to control the price of other land for, say, the next quarter of 
a century, otherwise it would leap to impossible heights —to the benefit 
mainly of absentee Arab landlords. 

My friend, Mr. Jabotinsky, has invited my co-operation in the cam- 
paigo for the Keren Hayesod—the Jewish fund of £25,000,000—but as 
even his own official handbook complains that ‘ The Mandate leaves the 
Zionist Organisation loaded with all the financial and social burdens of a 
chartered company, but refuses it the rights granted to such companies 
in the past,” I do not feel it right, especially in view of the unparalleled 
Jewish misery in the Ukraine and other places, to support anu undertaking 
so conditioned, or to contribute to it except compulsorily as a British 
taxpayer. 


LORD .EUSTACE PERCY. 

Writing in the Times of Wednesday’sdate, Lord Eustace Percy makes 
pesca. plea for the whole-hearted support of the British Administration. 
He says:— 

Sir,—Mr. Jabotinsky’s letter, published to-day, calls for some reply. 
Il agree with him that this is a time for plain speaking, and he will there- 
fore excuse me if I express one or two opinions very frankly. 

1. It is true that the Commnunist element in Jewish Labour in 
Palestine is insignificant, but the Zionist Commission has, unfortunately, 

“ playing up” to it for diplomatic reasons. They have thus seriously 

alarmed not only the Arabs, but also the native Jewish colonists. If 
capital is slow to seek investment in Palestine, it is not because of 
isolated Arab é¢meutes, but because of recent Labour troubles at Jaffa, 
from which Jews, not Arabs, have suffered, but from which the Arabs 
have naturally drawn their own conclusions. 

2. Recurring attempts to put British administration in Palestine “on. 
trial” are not to betolerated. If anyone is on trialatthe present moment 
it is the Zionist leaders. The issue is not a race question between Jew 
and Arab ; itisincreasingly an issue between the world leaders of Zionism 
and the native Palestinians—Jew, Arab, and Christian. I personally hope 
that immigration into Palestine will be stopped until the Zionist Com- 
mission officially repudiates the smal] Communist group and condemns its 
methods and policy. 7 

3. Lhope British public opinion will support Sir Herbert Samuel's 
Defence Force scheme and insist that it should be put into operation at 
once. Already it has been toolong delayed. Mr. Jabotinsky’s alternative 
scheme not only involves the forfeiture by the Arabs of the most 
elementary rights and duties of citizenship, it would also mean that his 
Jewish battalions would be recruited solely from non-Palestinian Jews, 
because I venture to predict that hardly a single member of the Jewish 
colonies in Palestine would enlist in them. 

I think those who know the present situation in Palestine wil! 

- recognise that I write in the interests of the Jewish national home, and 
not in opposition to it.

THE SUSPENSION OF IMMIGRATION, 


IMPORTANT GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 


The Zionist Organisation has been officially informed that the 
suspension of immigration into Palestine is a purely temporary measure. 
His Majesty's Government desires it to be clearly understood that their 
resolve to accept the Mandate for Palestine with a view to the establish- 
ment of a Jewish National Home in that country has not been, and will 
not be, shaken by the resort to violence of certain elements among the 
population of Palestine. 

The British Government and the Government of Palestine are 
determined to maintain order in the country and to promote the 

development of its resources for the benefit of all its inhabitants. ae

If there was ever an administration entitled: to 


Europe was to increase the wave of Jewish emigration. The bitter 
disappointment of hearing that the doors of Palestine have been slammed 
in the face of those pioneers will therefore be readily understood. 
The fact that the stoppage is only a temporary measure is small comfort 
to the man in Jewry. The mere fact that the Palestine Administration 
should have acted in the manner designed by the Arabs, giving way to 
the bellicose agitation of certain Arab newspapers which incited the 
attack on Jews with the object of stopping further immigration, is 
Ominous. 

In responsible Jewish circles the public is urged not to prejudge 
the action of the High Commissioner, and to await further details. 
Meanwhile, resolutions of protest against ‘the stoppage of immigra- 
tion into Palestine have been adopted at Zionist meetings in London, 
New York, and in all the leading Jewish centres on the Continent. The 
prevalent spirit is that the Home Government will rectify the mistaken 
and somewhat panicky policy adopted by the Palestinian Administration. 


A COMPREHENSIVE POLICY ESSENTIAL. 

The Liverpoot Courier in its issue of Tuesday last, makes the following 
comments in a leader entitled “ Palestine ” :— | 

Last week, the Bishop made some kindly and sympathetic observa- 
tions upon the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the 
Jews. The observations were all the more interesting because of the 
recent disturbances which have marred the peaceful progress of events in 
the Holy Land. The immediate cause of the outbreak is the subject of 
judicial enquiry, and the result will be awaited with interest. The 
Government, however, does not intend to alter its settled policy, and this 
appears to be satisfactory. The great bulk of Jewry appears to be 
determined to do all that lies in its power to help the Mandatory, both in 
man-power and money, to relieve the taxpayer of the burden in con- 
nection with Palestine, and this makes it all the more important to 
encourage the Jewish national spirit in the enterprise. Nationalism 
involves not merely rights, but responsibilities. If the project is narrowed 
down to a petty philanthropic scheme to convert parts of Palestine into 
a refuge for the victims of recent pogroms, the spirit of dependence rather 
than independence is fostered, to say nothing of the absurdity of basing 
the Jewish title to Palestine on the accidental occurrence of European 
anti-Semitism: The Jews have not waited well-nigh 2,000 years to find 
their dream of a restored Palestine materialised in the form ofa convales- 
cent home. Pettifogging and tinkering will lead to nothing. Zionism is 
a comprehensive policy, and when the inhabitants of Palestine have had 
the opportunity of seeing it in working order, there is reason to believe 
that the Balfour Declaration will be justified. 


ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL PROBLEMS IN 
PALESTINE. 


TIMES CORRESPONDENT'S VIEWS. 

The special articles in the Times, entitled “In Palestine To-Day,” 
deal this week with the financial situation, the position of the Arabs, and 
the various schemes for the future development or the conntry. The 
writer points out the difficulties of Bitish administration, exposed, as it 
is, to the attacks of both Jew and Arab, the latter in the same breath 
asking permission to sell his land to a Jew and to make Palestine a 
Jewish National cemetery. The success of the British officials has been 
largely due to their financial integrity, to their fairmindednessand their 
patience. While the trilingual administration makes for expense, a 
decidedly successful effort has been made to reduce expenditure. The 
British Treasury has agreed to postpone its demands, for the payment of 
capital assets created during the war by the British Army, until the country 
can afford to pay. .A flawin the budget, says the writer, isthatit makes no 
provision for extraordinary public works. These it is proposed to pay 
out of a Government loan of £3,009,000. As to the question of defence, 
the article declares that it would be unsafe further to reduce the British 
garrison. 

Speaking of the position of the Jew and of the attitade of his 
opponents, the article emphasises the fact that 

Had the British conquest of Palestine been followed by an influx of wealthy 
Jews, the creation of industries, and the development of the country’s resources, 
many Arabs, especially among the peasantry, would have had no objection to | 
Zionism. But, so far, neither the millionaires nor the millions have settled in 
Palestine, and the Halutzim come, so the Arab thinks, as competitors. This state 
of affairs explains a village sheikh’s definition of a Zionistas“arich Jew who pays 

r Jews to live in Palestine.’’ Out of it comes disappointment, which isa 
actor in Arab anti-Zionism. 

Everywhere—among Jews, among Arabs, and among British officials—one 
hears the question asked: ‘‘When will the League of Nations grant the 
Mandate?’ No-one doubts that it will be granted to Britain, but when will 
the Palestine Government be free to contract loans, to grant concessions for 
the development of the country, and thus give Jew and Arab their chance of 
dropping polemics for productive work ? | 

It is to be hoped that the League will not await the ratification of the Treaty 
of Sevres before granting the Mandate, or that, if the League must wait, the 
British Government will have the courage to take independent action and 
sanction the granting of certain concessions immediately. 

Much space is devoted to the subject of the utilisation of the Jordan, 
the scheme of which has been prepared by Mr. Phineas Rotenberg. It is 
proposed to construct a barrage at the southern end of the Sea of Galilee, 
as @ main storage reservoir for a main Jordan power house. It is 
anticipated that this will give 100,000,000 kilowatt hours yearly. Further, 

_@ Canal is. to be constructed along the foot of the hill on the western side 
of the Jordon Valley, for irrigating the slopes between the Foot Hills and 
the river. The second part of the scheme is the drainage of the malaria 
breeding marshes of Lake Huleh, and the irrigation of the 50,000 acres 
thus reclaimed. Other schemes of the same ature, prepared by Mr. 
Rotenberg, include the utilisation of the Auja river, near Jaffa, for the 
irrigation of the orange groves of Petach Tikvah, for the electric lighting 
of Jaffa and Tel Aviv, and for power. As itis proposed not only toemploy 

the Haluzim on these schemes, but also to give the Arabs every chance of 
profiting by them, it is clear that their success will greatly contribute to 
the establishment of really good feeling between Jew and Arab. The 
article concludes : 

The co-operation of Jew and Arab in the economic development of Palestine 
is the best possible basis for an understanding between these peoples. Bat 
economic development needs capital; for capital to enter Palestine the deter- 
mination of the political status of the country by the League of Nations is first 
necessary. It is to be hoped that the British Government will make every 
effort to induce the League Council to make its long-awaited pronouncement 
concerning the Palestine Mandate with the least possible delay. 

A few words may be added concerning the administration. It is young and 
energetic, and transacts business exceptionally rapidly. The High Commis- 
sioner and several of the principal officials bave an extraordinary capacity for 

. work, 80 much so. that one sometimes fears that officials not blessed wit the 
almost s human energy of the Civil Secre —Mr. Wyndham Deedes—may 
be overdriven and, between their routine work and the many standing com- 
mittees, lose touch with the people and the country. | 

There are some who are pessimistic about the future of Palestine. “‘ You 
may get some Jews and some Arabs to co-operate,”’ say they, ‘* but the tempera- 
ment of each race is extremist.” If this be so, stil] the National ) 
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ment should be tried in the hope that the extremists may find salvation in 

tolerance, born of productive work. And in this connection may the writer 

express a timid hope that Mr. Zangwill, whose “ Voice of Jerusalem ”’ is a gold.

PARIS [F.O.C.) 

The report of the Zionist meeting held here in connection with the 

Jaffa riot has aroused the anger of the French anti-Semites. The Action 

Francaise demands that Mr. Jabotinsky should be prohibited from entering 

France. They pour their wrath on the Zionists, and throw on them 

the responsibility for the Jaffa riot. Some of them even advocate a union 


of Palestine and Syria under the French flag in order to “ protect the- 


oppressed Arabs.” 


EXTENSIVE PURCHASE IN LOWER GALILEE. 


The Board of Directors of the Jewish National Fund at their recent 
meeting in the Hague, sanctioned the purchase of 60,000 dunam of land 
situated in Lower Galilee. The land, which was owned by non-Jews, 
lies east and west of Merchawija. 


JEWS AND: PALESTINE NATIONALITY. 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons yesterday week, Sir P. Magnus (London 
University, C.U.) asked the Prime Minister if he can state when the 
Treaty of Sevres will be ratified; whether under Articles 125 and 129 of 


that Treaty British subjects resident in Palestine will have the option — 


of electing to be Palestinian or of retaining their British nationality ; 
whether as to that option a distinction is made between Jews and non- 


Jews who are British subjects, and, if so, whether he will take such’ 


steps as may be necessary before the ratification of the Treaty for the 
removal of such distinction from the terms of the Treaty. 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE (Prime Minister, Carnarvon Boroughs, C.L.): 
The reply to the first part of the question is in the negative. 

With regard to the second part of the question, Article 129 of the 
Tréaty will not affect the nationality of any British subjects in Palestine 
other than Jews who are “habifual/y resident” there, who’ will, under 
the Treaty become citizens of Palestine. —— 

Persons affected by the provisions of Article 129 will have the same 
right as other persons habitually resident in Palestine to optin accordance 
with Article 125, but that article gives no right to opt for either British or 
Palestinian nationality. 


AMERICAN ZIONISTS. 


The Break with the 


DR. WEIZMANN’S REPLY TO JUDGE MACK. 


In our issue of April 22nd, we printed the statement by Judge Mack, 
in which he dealt with his break with Dr. Weizmann on the subject of the 
Keren Hayesod. We now give the full text of Dr. Weilzmann's reply. 
It reads as follows :— 


April 20th, 1921. 

My dear Judge Mack: 

Yesterday, upon my return from Washington, I was astonished to 
read in the public prints a statement over your signature, in which you 
say that I “abruptly terminated the negotiations,” and further intimate 
that the issuing of the Manifesto for the Keren Llayesod by me constituted 
a break with the Zionist Organisation of America. 

Permit me to say that this statement is not altogether accurate. As 
you well know, I came to America for the express purpose of establishing 
here a branch of the Keren Hayesod, precisely as has been done in 
England, Germany, Holland and other countries. Inasmuch as my stay 
in America must necessarily be very brief, it was essential that no time 
be lost, in order that the great work to which we are committed might 
not suffer through long delay. You will recall that I had requested 
by radiogram, several days before my arrival in this country, that a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the Zionist Organisation of America 
be convened on Sunday, April 3rd, the day after my arrival, for the 
purpose of formulating plans for the Keren Hayesod in this country. 
That meeting was not cailed, but instead, I was confronted with a 
Memorandum of some length, already published and circulated, which 
involved fundamental questions of Zionist policy. leaving aside the 
question of the propriety of publishing this Memorandum shortly before 
my arrival, the fact is that a precious week, beginning April 3rd, was 
spent in futile discussions. 

The meeting of your Executive Committee was called for Saturday 
evening, April 9, and there, | hoped, We would proceed to an objective 
discussion of the Keren Hayesod. But before I was called upon to address 
the meeting, you stated from the Chair that if the members of the Execn- 
tive Committee should vote to support the World Zionist Organisation in 
establishing here a Keren Hayesod Bureau, in conformity with the 
decisions of the World Zionist Conference, you and the other officers of 
the Zionist Organisation of America would resign. As the result of this 
statement, which was, in effect, a threat, I was again prevented from 
entering into a discussion of the Keren Hayesod, the primary object of 
my visit to America. Immediately before the close of the session, as you 
remember, you and your associates made a personal appeal to me to 
limit the Keren Hayesod in this country to donations only, stating 
emphatically, that the separation of donations from investment funds 
was, for you, a moral issue—an obstacle, which if overcome, would leave 
the road clear to peace and harmonious co-operation. 

Accordingly, at the session the following morning, after explaining 
fully the motives and principles underlying the Keren Hayesod, as 

established by the World Zionist Organisation, I made it clear that the 
matter of separating donations from investment funds might be discussed 
and a possible solution found—provided that the fundamental character 
of the Heren Hayesod as a central fund of the World Zionist Organisation 
be, under all circumstances, preserved. I had hoped that a basis for 
understanding had been reached; but again I was disappointed, for after 
T left your meeting, the Executive adopted, by a majority vote, a resolu- 
tion which raised new issues and new difficulties, for it included pro- 
visions which, if adopted, would place the effective control of the funds, 
and consequently, also, of the policies of the World Zionist Organisation, 
in the hands of the offieers of a single federation-——important as your 
federation.admitted/y is. Moreover, this resolution, going ter beyond the 
demands previously made, and raising an issue which was ‘not stated in 
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Western Synagogue Religion Classes. 


PRIZE DIreTRIBUTION. 

The distribution of prizes to the children attending these classes was 
held on Sunday in the Western Synagogue, Alfred Place. Mr. JOSEPH 
ULLMANN, President of the Synagogue, was in the chair, and Mrs. 
Ulimanno distribated the prizes. 

The proceedings began with the singing by the choir (which was 
ander the direction of the Rev. E. Frank, Reader of the Synagogue) of 
Baruch Haba and psalm c. with organ accompaniment under the direction 
of Mrs. Friediander. , 

The Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER, in presenting the report of the 
classes which are now in their twenty-fourth year of their existence, said 
that at present there were two sets of classes. The boys, numbering 
thirty-six in all, met every Friday afternoon or evening, cither 
before or immediately after the Sabbath service, according to 
the season of tho year. The girls, numbering twenty-five in all, had 
their lesson on Sunday mornings. During the past two years he had had 
the very valuable assistance, given gratuitously, of Miss Beccy Caplin 
and Mr. Jack Heuvel. The latter left England some months ago. The 
syllabus was limited, and consisted of Hebrew reading, translation of the 
Frayér-Book and Pentateuch, Jewish history and Religion. It would be » 
necessary in the near future to re-organise the Classes. He feared that 
he could not carry on single handed the voys’ class and, in the absence of 
Miss Caplin, the girls’ classes. ‘That year, for the first time, the Solomon 
Ulimann prize would be awarded. Their late friend, who was their 
President, was always keenly interested in the classes, and they 
did not forget his annual birthday treats. His traditions were most 
worthily carried “on by his son, Mr. Joseph Ullmann, and his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Ullmann. They; too, had been constant in their attention 
to the classes. To encourage Hebrew and Religion classes was 
the highest work possible. Classes for Religion and Hebrew were 
more important than synagogues. It would be interesting to observe 
that those classes were carried on without costing the synagogue one 
penny a year, a fact that was not generally known. The prizes, apart 
from the special prize interest, had becn provided by Messrs. Joseph 
Ulimanp, Lewis Phillips, A. Tannenbaum, J. Symons, P. Cohen, J. M. 
Kleinfeld, A. Jackson, Carl Hertz, D. Shuter and dack Raphael, and Miss 
Bertha Henvel. The presence that day ofachoir was interesting from the 
fact that all the boys were pupils of the classes, and some of the youny 
ladies had been his pupils. 

The CHAIRMAN, addressing the children, said that their thanks were 
due to their teachers, who were imparting instruction to them in an 
honorary capacity. When they were grown up, and were corfronted with 
the troubles of life, which were inevitable to all, their thoughts would 
turn to their religion and its great lessons. 

Mr. N. 8. LYON, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Uilmanun 
and to the Rev. Gerald Friedlander, said that the congregation were 
deeply indebted to Mr. Ullmana for his interest in the synagogne and the 
classes, and to Mr. Friedlander for his continued efforts in bringing the 
classes to their presen’ high standard of efficiency. | 

Miss BerxTHA HE JVEL, B.A., seconded and the Rev. E. FRANK 
supported the vote, which was carried by acclamation. : 

Mr. FRIEDLANDER appealed for voluntary workers to assist him at 
the classes, and as a result the Rev. E. Frank and others offered their 
services. He announced that Mr. Joseph Ulimann would give the annual 
birthday treat on June 7th.

The membership has nearly doubled, and the liabilities for the 4,000 new 
members are accumulating for futare years. The liability for cemetery land is 
more serious thau the liability for the cost of funerals, for the acquisition of land 
in the neighbourhood of the outer suburbs of the metropolis is becoming more 
jifficult and costly. When the present cemetery at Edmonton was walled in, it 
sey that ample provision had been made for thirty or forty years. It 1s now 
clear that, owing to the enormous increase in membership and paid funerals, 
the land will not last the time expected. It is essential! that farther land should 
be bought, but sufficient funds are not availabie.- The purchase of land cannot 
be deferred for a longer period than ten years. The prospective cost of twenty 
acres, and laying out the ground, would be about £10,0.0. The funerals last 
year were #16, and should the membership continue to grow, the number will 
materially increase. The actuaries report that the deficiency of £17,700 would 
one wee matter if there were no other income than the members’ subscrip- 

The report was adopted and a resolution passed by the Burial 
Committee, to increase the subscription as from April 1st last, to four- 
pence weekly was seconded by Mr. J. Greenbaum, and adopted with one 
dissentient. 

The Secretary reported the agreement come to between the Burial 
Boeiety of the United Synagogue and the Federation Burial Society to 
provide watchers for the dying at the London Hospital. 

Messrs. B. L. Deichowsky, D. Frost, D. Galinsky, M. Mo3>s, J.P., 
and A. Rosen were elected to serve as representatives of the Mederation 
at the Shechita Board.

About Books. 


RABBINICAL AND MEDIA:VAL JUDAISM. 


The object of “A SuHort SuRVEY OF THE LITERATURE OF RABBINICAL 
AND MEDIAZVAL JUDAISM,” by Dr. W. 0. E. Oesterley and Dr. G. H. Box 
(S.P.C.K.), is to provide in outline an introduction to the literature 
of post-Biblical Judaism. The authors emphasise the fact that it is an 
outline, and nothing more, that has been attempted. The field is vast, 
and only a very broad survey has been possible. Many interesting tracts 
have perforce been passed over in silence, or dismissed with bare mention. 
The authors have in mind the needs of a very large body of readers to 
whom the whole field of later Jewish literature is absolutely unknown. 
Dr. Oesterley and Dr. Box hope that this manual will open to such 
readers a new and fascinating field of study. They have more especially 
tried to bring out, by way of the suggestion of points, the importance of 
80 much of this literature for the study of Christian origins; this 
applies more particularly to the earlier phases of Rabbinical 
literature, when Judaism and Christianity were more nearly 
allied to a common original. As time went on they diverged more 
and more, though even in the later phases a certain amount of 
mutual influence, conscious and unconscious, must be allowed for. An 
interesting instance of how an element which was original to Judaism, 
and was afterwards for a considerable time either suppressed or driven 
into the background, only to re-emerge after the lapse of centuries, is the 
case of the apocalyptic or mystical tradition. Such writings, ¢.g., as the 
Book of Enoch, which bas survived in an Oriental version of a Greek 
rendering, meet us again to a large extent in a Hebrew form in the Geonic 
period, i.e., the seventh and eighth centuries C.E.; the bearing of such 
a fact as this on the study of Christian origins has not hitherto been 
adequately recognised. 

In seeking, then, to cover so vast a field within ‘the compiss of a 
single volume, only a bird's eye survey has been possible. Thus the 
authors have deliberately omitted from their outline the most modern 


_ phase of Jewish literature, which may be said to date, roughly, from the 


time of Moses Mendelssohn (1729-1786). This is soessentially modern, and 
is divided off by so clear a line of demarcation from.the older literature, 
that it seemed desirable to leave it out of account. Dr. Oesterley and 


‘Dr. Box have limited themselves to tracing out the literary development 


to the close of the medisval period, which in the case of Jewish literature 
may be reckoned to have extended to the sixteenth century. 

The work is characterised throughout by scrupulous. fairness and 
objective judgment. [Tor instance, the authors point ovt that the Shea 
is introduced by various benedictions or prayers, the two central ones 
being known respectively as Yotzer (“Creator”) and Ahabah (“ Love”) 
from the most important of their opening words. The Shema is followed 
by a bénediction called Geulah (“ Redemption”), because it refers to the 
Almighty as the Redeemer of Israel. It is probable that, in some form, 
all these three existed in the Temple Liturgy. The authors state that 
this is certainly true of the Ahabah, without doubt one of the most beautiful 
prayers in any Liturgy (p. 163). They further acknowledge the fact that 
the Liturgy of the carly Church was, in some of its main principles, founded 
on the pattern of the Jewish (p..174). Again, the importance attached 
to the congregation’s “Amen,” is well illustrated by the fact that in 
the large synagogue at Alexandria, where there was a difficulty for all 
the members of the congregation to hear when the end of the prayer was 
reached, an official stood up on the platform in the centre of the syna- 
gogue and waved a flag as a sign to the congregation to say the “Amen” 
(p. 174). Farther, the authorS admit that the Christian Church in all 
probability adopted from the Jewish Synagogue the liturgical principle of 
a fixed framework of praise and thanksgiving enclosing variable matter 
according te the season (pp. 176, 177). As a final illustration of the 
authors’ temperate views, we may refer to their treatment of the 
Benediction, Velamaishinim (“ And for slanderers”) added to the Shemoneh 
Esreh by Gamaliel Il. about 100 c.B.- The jarring note of bitterness and 
hatred sounded in the first paragraph of the prayer is, they say, wholly 
alien to the spirit of the rest of it. In this paragraph* twoitypes of men, 
hateful to Jews, are referred to. The first, now designated “slanderers” 
were not originally so called; in this paragraph in its original form 
the word was Meshwnmadim, i.c., renegades. So that the opening 
line, of this paragraph ran originally: “And for renegades [to their 
religion) let there be no hope.” As to the Minim spoken of in the 
second line of the paragraph, by this term was meant those who 
differed from the orthodox belief of the Jews, including Sadducees, 
Samaritans, Christians, and Gnostics, and heretics generally. But 
according to Klbogen, the use of the word in this prayer was intended to 
be directed against Christians. It seems pretty evident that Justin 
Martyr refers to this prayer in saying that the Jews cursed the Christians 
three times daily in their synagogues; so too, Epiphanius, who refers to 


the prayer more pointedly in saying that the Jews pray to God that He 


will destroy the Nazarenes. E/)bogen believes that the word “ Nazarenes” 
stood in the prayer atone time. With a fine impartiality, Dr. Oesterley 
and Dr. Box add that, on the other hand, Dr. Israel Abrahams holds 
strongly that the reference throughout the Benediction is to sectarian 
Jews (pp. 178, 179). 

There are several slips and errors in this volume which need correc- 
tion. “The Expulsion of the Jews from England,” and “Jewish Life in 
the Middle Ages,” mentioned on p. 8, are not by the same writer. The 
first work is from the pen of the late Sir Lionel Abrahams, the second is 


_ from the pen of Dr. Israel Abrahams. Adon Olamand Yigdal are described 


as twohymns by Maimonides, which have been incorporated in tbe Jewish 
Liturgy (pp. 35, 36). 


Yigdal, so called from. its opening word, “ Magnified be the living God, 


and, praised,” is quite late; it belongs to the thirteenth or fourteenth 


century; its contents area based on what is called the Creed of 
Maimonides, or the Thirteen Principles of Faith (p. 157). The canticle 


_of the Hebrew Encyclopwdia” (“ Ozar Israel ”). 


Here the authors are inconsistent with what they. 
write more accurately in a later portion of their work. .The canticle 


Yigdal is a poetical version of “The Thirteen Principles of Faith” (160). 
The other canticle, Adon Glam (“Lord of the World”), is a sacred 
poem belonging to the eleventh century; it deals specifically with the 
doctrine of God; originally it was evidently an evening prayer, as is 
suggested by the words: “Into His hand I commend my spirit, when I 
sleep and when I wake” (p. 157). 

The reference to the Midrash Jonah on p. 74, is ambiguously worded. 
It is the Book of Jonah, which is read in Synagogue on the Day of Atone- 
ment, and nof, as the description of the authors would imply, the 
Haggadic account of the Biblical story. Similarly, the Pesikta de Rab 

‘ahana and Pesika Rabbati are said to contain a collection of homilies on the 
lessons from the Pentateueh and the Prophets for Sabbaths and Festivals 
(pp. 77,78). The word “ Special” should be inserted before “ Sabbaths.” 
Again Machsor is explained as meaning “Order” of prayers, but one 
which contains more detail and explanation than a Siddur (p. 150), It 
Should have been pointed out that Machsor has a more specific reference 
to Festival Services. The Aedah is correctly rendered “The Binding of 
Isaac” on p. 160, but incorrectly translated “ The Offering of Isaac” on 
p. 269. 

Among the mistakes in the Hebrew there may be noted MDN?N (p. 85) 
for 2M, and RD (p. 137) for 8°07. Attention may also be drawn to 
the following errors in the English: “ Rabdi Ashi” for “ Rav Ashi” (p.23) ; 
“Targums for “ Targumim" (pp. 39-56); “Rabbinica” for “ Rabbinical” 
(p. 67, footnote); Hlleh Shemoth (“These are the names”) for Ve-clich 
Shemoth (“And these are the names”) [p. 69, footnote]; “ Eliezer b, 
Azarya” for “Eleazar ben Azariah” (p. 95); “ Mishnay-Yoth” for “ Mish- 
nayoth” (p. 98); “Jubilee” for “Jubilee” (p. 104); “teno” for “tanu” 
(p. 112); “ Moses of Courcy ” for “ Moses of Coucy ” (p. 136); “Gasker” for 
“ Gaster” (p. 145, footnote 3); and ““ Zenicutha ” for “ Zontutha” (p. 248). 

The references in the brackets on page 35, footnote, and p. 307, 
Addenda [re p. 68) areincomplete. It seems as though the authors 
reserved space for something to be inserted, but through some oversight 
did not afterwards fill in the intended additions, and thus left a blank. 

In the explanations of the titles of Hebrew books, with regard to the 
Yad hachazakah of Maimonides (p. 156) there might have beea a refer- 
ence to Deut. xXxiv., 12; and in relation to the Tur, “Row” by R. Jacob, 
son of R. Asher ben Jechiel, being divided into four parts, “Four Rows,” 
i.c., “rows of laws,” the Biblical origin, Four rows” (Exod. xxyili., 17), 
should have been quoted. 

Attention is drawn to these lapses and inaccuracies, not in any spirit 
of pedantry, but with a desire to assist in making an aerignee sccond 
edition as free from blemish as possible. 

This able survey shows a remarkable understanding on the part of 
Gentile scholars of the literature of Rabbinical and Medimval Judaism. 
It is packed with facts, is written with fascination and knowledge, and is 
of real importance and value. 

Dr. Oesterley and Dr. Box express the wish that a Society could be 
organised on an adequate basis, to be called “ The Medimval Hebrew Text 
Society,” which would undertake to publish the original texts, with 
English transiations (on opposite pages), of the best of these treasures, 
and thus many a delightful work which is now buried in manuscrip) in 
European libraries would be given to the world. To this aspiration we 
may add: When will Jewish students in this country be given a fair 
chance to till their own Jewish fleld? 5. 1.

Special attention may 
ba drawn to two exceptionally able chapters on “The Causes of Anti- 
Semitism ” (pp. 247-256), and “ The Jewish State and the so-called Dual 
Nationality of the Jews” (pp. 394-598). 

(2) During all the stress and storm experienced by the Jews. of 
Hungary during and since the war, the Jewish scholars in their midst 
have gallantly struggled to maintain the furtherance of Jewish learning.

your published Memorandum, was given to the Press during my absence 
from the city, and before it had been presented to me. 

Although, as you recall, I deplored this unnecessary precipitate 
action, I did not permit it to interfere with the progress of our negotia- 
tions. Even after I had announced at the public meeting of April 12th 
that I would proceed forthwith to establish the Keren Hayesod Bureau 
for America—and this public announcement on my part was neither 
intended nor understood by anyone as a termination of our negotiations 
-—-our conferences continued till Saturday evening, fully two weeks from 
the date of my arrival. 4 

On Sunday morning, April 17th, I was presented with a document, 
containing proposals Which only confirmed and, in certain respects, went 
beyond the resolution which had been previously published, involving 
virtually the control of the Keren Hayesod by your Federation, as wel) 
as an almost complete abdication of responsibility and authority on the 
part of the iegally constituted authorities of the World Zionist Organisa- 
tion. This decoment, which purported to be a “compromise” offer, 
actually implied the recognition of the Zionist Organisation of Americaas 
a body co-ordinate with, or even superior to, the World Zionist Organisa- 


' tion, and for that reason, chiefly, could not possibly be accepted by me as 


the President of the World Zionist Organisation. I, therefore, proceeded 
to issue the manifesto for the opening of the Keren Hayesod, as I had 
previously announced on several eccasions, both publicly and privately. 
It was and still is, of course, my plan to invite all the Zionist groups in 
this country to co-operate in the setting upof the Bureau. 

It, therefore, seems to me that your characterisation of my action as 
“an abrupt termination of the negotiations,” does not quite correspond 
with the facts. 

Incidentally, I notice that in publishing the draft of the proposals 
which I had declined to accept, your statement omits the very first para- 
grapb, which had been the cause of so much discussion, attempting, as it 
does, to deprive the World Zionist Organisation of its prerogative to estab- 
lish the Keren Hayesod Bureau in this country. Surely, your statement 
with the incomplete draft appended, does not present the situation fairly, 
since that partof the draft which in large measure determined my action 
was not published. 

However, these matters become rather insignificant in view of your 


‘announcement that you propose to establish a rival fund, in competition 


with the central fund of the World Zionist Organisation. It can hardly 

be possible that this action was taken with a full understanding of its 

consequences and implications; for there can be no doubt that such 

course would be in direct violation of the unanimous and binding resolu- 

tions of the Zionist Congress, and would, therefore, tend to confirm the 

persistently recurring ramours which you have hitherto denied: that

ties for the individual items in the collection are merchants and students 
from Russia and Galicia resident in Switzerland, and legends and sayings 
were contributed by Jewish fugitives from Jerusalem on their way to 
America. A delightfal Yiddish idiom is employed and copious footnotes 
explain the more unusual words and phrases. An introduction gives the 
non-Jewish reader an idea of the mise-cn-scéne of the stories. Some of 
the anecdotes are hallowed by time. Others will be new to the majority 
of westerners. The abiding impression that one derives from a perusal 
of the collection is the wonderful good humour of the Jew even under 
oppression, and in conditions of the direst poverty. It is difficult to 
analyse or define the precise qualities of Jewish “jF.” Ht is sui generis. 
The Jew can jest about sacred things without mag = be and his most 
pointed shafts never wound. Those who decry Yiddish should consult 
this volume, and they will see why the language is so dear to thousands 
of Jews. : M. M

As the President of the World Zionist Organisation, it is my duty to 
call your attention to the fact that your contemplated action endangers 
the integrity of our Organisation, built up through the patient toll and 
sacrifice of almost two generations—the most precious legacy left us 
by our immortal leader, Herzl. For the sake of the unity and harmony 
of our Organis-tion, upon which so much depends, and in view of the 
seriousness of the hour in the life cf cur movement, I call upon you to 
abandon your projected course of action, and join hands with your fellow- 
Zionists throughout the world in their work for the Keren Hayesod.

PROF. GEDDES ON PROSPECTS IN PALESTINE. 

Professor Patrick Geddes, of University Hall, Edinburgh, who, as is 
well-known, has been engaged for a considerable time in Palestine om 
town planning, has returned to Scotland. In an interview which he 
granted to the Scotsman, he gave interesting details of the progress which 
is being made in Palestine. Incidentally he said that his impression of 
Jerusalem is that it contains many points of similarity to Edinburgh. 

The principal passages in the interview, ag reported, are as follows: 

Professor Geddes is convinced that the relations between Jew and Arab are 
becoming increasingly friendly. Despite a pogrom or two, the enmity is not so 
profound as reports received in this country would indicate. Such enmity as 
exists is, he believes, largelv to be traced to the attitudo of the many struggling 
newspapers which Palestine contains, and who, proceeding on the assumption 
that a chair thrown through a window is a much more interesting object than a 
chair which is sat upon, do their utmost to gain popularity by «tirring up strife. 

During his stay in Palestine Professor Geddes had distinct evidences of an 
increasing understand'ng, and even some good feeling, between the two races. 
In this connection he is ful! of praise for the firm and impartial rule of Sir 
Herbert Samuel, the British High Commissioner. The Arabs are gradually 
finding out that the large influx of able-bodied Jews and the capital they bring 
with them are having a beneficent effect on the general prosperity of the 
country, There is no doubt that the Arabs took fright at the shattering of the 
Turkish power, which spread legends that they were to be robbed of their land. 
That fear is being rapidly cleared away by the British administration, and the 
Arabs find instead that they are getting good prices for any land they are wi/ling 
torell. Instead ofa willing buyer and a willing seller, Palestine affords the 
spectacie of an eager buyer and a leisurely seller, the buyer as a result giving 
more for the land than it is probably worth. The Arabs are thus for the first 
time getting some capital to cultivate such laud-as they decide to keep, while 
others who possess no land often find employment with the Jews, who teach 
them agriculture. | 

Professor Geddes is of the opinion that the fitness of the Jew for agriculture 
has been increasingly justified. For more than a generation now there have 
been flourishing Jewish colonies in Palestine, with great olive and fruit planta- 
tions and vineyards, while the immigrants from the ghettos of Europe and the 

pulous cities of America show the same adaptability to agricultural pureuits. 
‘forests of eucalyptus are being planted by these immigrants, who also drain the 
waters of unhealthy swamps to irrigate other land. 

The Zionists in Palestine, who come from many different countries, have. 
naturally many different social and political opinions, and so disagree very much 
at their periodié gatherings. All of them have, however, in common the idea of 
the restoration of Palestine, and work together to that end. A newly con- 
structed road or a reclaimed hillside bear no trace of the political opinion of 
those whose work they represent. In the oninion of Professor Geddes, there is 
really very little of the Bolshevist spirit in Palestine. 

Questioned as to the ‘town planning work already accomplished in 
Palestine, Professor Geddes said that in addition fo planning the new 
Jerusalem he had finished the town piannving of Haifa, the great Palestinian 
port of the future. He had also replanned Tiberias, which with its great baths 
was the oldest spa in the wor'd. It- was there that Herod and the Romans 
went to cure their gout, and even through the centuries its medicinal values 
have remained unimpaired. The town is obviously marke] out as an 
important health resort of the future. 

Professor Geddes is a great believer in the future of Palestine, and is 
convinced that the co-operation of the various races and creeds towards bring- 
ing prosperity to the land is only a matter of time. 


Mr. C. P. SCOTT’S SYMPATHY WITH ZIONISM.

To 
support the Keren Hayesod was a paramount duty from the national standpoint. 
The Balfour Declaration was a challenge which Jewry must meet if it was not

the creation of a strong and representative committee, which wou!d ensure the 
Successiul garnering of Dablin’s quota to the Keren Hayesod Fand. 

The Rev. A. Gudansky proposed, and Mr. M. Wilensky seconded, the 
following resolution, which was carried unanimously: That Dublin Jowry 
maintains ita unflinching resolve to co-operate to the fullest in giving effect to 
the Balfour Declaration, and places on record its determination to use its best 
endeavours to support the Keren Hayesod Fund.’’ 

Mr. A. Newman, J.P., proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Zeitiyn, which was 
seconded by Mr. Max Nurock, assistant-secretary to the High Commissioner for 
Palestine, who is at present home on leave, and who spoke in Hebrew.

Lieut.-Col, Sic Raymond Greene, Bart., D.5.0., M.P., opened the 
bazaar on the last day. The Rev. 8. Gross, B.A., presided. 

Sir Raymond Greene said that, in his twenty years of Parliamentary 
life, he had naturally opened many bazaars, but never one which gave 
him so much pleasure and interestas that one. The idea of Palestine as 
a National Home for the Jews was for him full of inspiration and 
romance, A nation which had shown throughout the centurics sach 
patience, perseverance, and powers of endurance would surely not fail to 
see a successful result of their cfforts.

THE EVELINA DE ROTHSCHILD SCHOOL. 


Under the heading, “An Anglo-Jewish School in Jerusalem,” Mrs. 
Fawcett (who has recently returned from Palestine) describes in the 
Women’s Leader and Common Cause of Friday last, a visit which she paid 
to the Evelina de Rothschild School at Jerusalem. After referring to 
what she styles “an unspeakable approach ” to the school, due tothe bad 
roads, Mrs. Fawcett continues: 


Miss Landau (the Headmistress) is a very decided anti-Zionist and, at the. 


same time, an orthodox and enthusiastic believer in Judaism. She does not 
believe in up the five bundred children in her school tospeak no language 
but Hebrew. They belong tothe poorest classes in Jerusalem and pay 9 scliool 
fees whatever, the whole expense of the upkeep of the school being defrayed by 
the Evelina de Rothschild Committee. Miss Landau brings up the children 
under her control to acknowledge a double loyalty, first to their Hebrew race and 
religion, and, secondly, to the country which has given them [ull citizenship and 
ustice, viz., Great Britain. .Moreover, she feels that to bring them up to speak 
ebrew only would be a great handicap against them all their lives, narrowing 
to their outlook, and cramping to their mental and moral development. She 
therefore brings the children up to speak English and Iebrew alternately, and 
as they come to her quite young they easily pick up the two languages. 

All the work of the house is done by the children, and Miss Landau opens 
her doors, and also her heart, to feeble-minded gicle. We saw one who had 
acquired dexterity in folding and irening the overal!s worn by a!! the girls. She 
was happy and contented in the constant repetition of this simple task, and it 
was probably the best work she was capable of doing. 

e visited several classes, one on citizenship and its duties; in anothera 
-debate was going on in a mock parliament. In another class a lesson was given 
on what the newspapér- Press meant. The children seemed yeaa 
interested in this subject. In the next class we were taken to the children who 
were pec a debate on the ‘mY principles ef punishment. One very bright, 
intelligent little girl maintained with vigour that no one was ever any better for 

oing to prison, and that some more rational system of dealing with crime ought 

o be devised. This little girl seems to me a sort of Palestine edition of Miss 
Margery Fry, and it was particularly interesting to me to see how these 
questions of the proper way of dealing with delinquency were occupying their 
attention. Miss Landau wcund up this discussion by referring briefly to the 
Levitical law. She did this with great reverence, and we came away ioeling 
ghe was a really great woman dealing with one of the most important of 
national tasks ina manner worthy of the best traditions of her profession. I 
hardly imagine that rich English or American Jews would ever let such a 

work as this school represents fail for lack of funds.

A Correction. 


From Mr. J. H. KANN, Hotel Gassion, Pau. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,~I read in the New Palestine of April 22nd that an Opposition 
Group to Dr. Weizmann, to which group I am reported to belong, have. 
held a conference in Paris. . 

This statement is not correct. As far as I know, such a conference 
did not take place. I do not belong to an Opposition Group, and I was in 
Paris as a reconvalescent, on my way to the South, only for a couple of 
days. 

P I told Dr. Weizmann quite frankly when he was in the Hague a few 
months ago that I contemplated the methods of the Executive as 
va-bangue politics. And that only with general Jewish support witbin 
and outside the Zionist Organisation could.we think of some success with 
such an immense task as the realisation of the renaissance of Palesttme.. 
I donot believe that the methods followed by Dr, Weizmann anc some 
of his colleagues will get us this general support. 

The state of my health does not yet allow me to take an active part 
again io the Zionist Movement, ani hcan only hope that my point of 
view will impress itself upon others. For it is most urgent to tell the 
truth to the Jewish masses, viz., that the Zionist Organisation, without 
general Jewish support, is not equipped, and cannot be equipped, to per- 
form even a smal! part of all that the Jewish masses expect from it. 

Let us not quarrel on theories, but let us be united to bring into 
existence a general Jewish effort for Palestine,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,—You published in your issue of the 6th May a highly coloured 
article by Mr. Isaac Snowman, condemning the Jewish colonies in Palestine 
on the basis of his experiences in Mea Shearim and Petach Tikvah. 

It is strange that Mr. Snowman chose these two places of all others upon 
which to base his conclusions. It would be just as fair to condemn British 
farming as a whole on the basis of data gathered only in Bethnal Green and 
Haslemere. Mea Shearim is the part of Jerusalem chiefly inhabited by 
Chalukah Jews, and the fact that the Chalukah is dwindling, compelling © 
many who formerly subsisted on charity to engage in petty trading, even in 
old clothes, is surely a sign of progress. 

Mr. Snowman asks why the agricultural settlements near Jerusalem do 
not supply the Mea Shearim market with potatoes, as if potatoes were the 
only kind of produce grown on a farm. What are the facts? There are 
three Jewish colonies in the near neighbourhood of Jerusalem. These are - 
Motza, Dilb and Kalandia. The first is a small colony mainly engaged in 
fruit-farming. Yet, besides supplying its own needs, it has a surplus of 
milk, vegetables and dairy produce for the Jerusalem market. Diilb and 
Kalandia are very small colonies which have only been in operation for the 
last year or two and naturally preparation work, such as building barracks, 
making roads, terracing the hillsides, &c., had to be done first. 

Mr. Snowman’s destructive and ill-informed criticism will hardly hel 
the Keren Hayesod to raise the funds necessary to create the ring of Jewis 
market-gardening colonies around Jerusalem, which is needed if the city is 
to be provided with vegetables raised by Jews. hae 

Mr. Snowman “investigated” Petach Tikvah, and reports that the 
colonists pay no interest on their mortgages. This is entirely untrue. The 
accounts of the Anglo-Palestine Company before the war prove that interest 
has always been paid punctually, and even to-day the colonists are still 
paying interest on loans advanced during *h- war in depreciated Turkish - 
currency, to fight the locust plague, to pay war-levies, &c, Mr. Snowman. 
calls the Judean colonist a “trader” for selling his produce in foreign . 
markets and employing hired labour. I wonder what he would call the 
Canadian prairie farmer who ships his wheat to the Liverpool market and _. 
hires his labourers in the large cities and rural districts of Great Britain ? 

No doubt there are rare cases where the sons of settlers left for fhe towns — 
owing to the difficulty of procuring land for settlement during the Turkish | 
régime, and there may even be cases of young people going abroad to study, — 
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but these are now returning. But it may be asked: “ Is there no emigration 
and rural depopulation in other countries?" The fact is that rural 
depopulation is going on everywhere, in America, Canada, Australia, Germany 
and in England. There is no rural depopulation in Palestine, where the 
agricultural population is steadily on the increase. I should like to know 
why Mr, Snowman chose Petach Tikvah, which exports its oranges and wine 
and uses hired labour and yet says nothing about Degania, Kinnereth, 
Kastinia and many others, each with its mixed farming and its cereal 
production grown exclusively for local markets by Jewish labour. Why 
does he not refer to the meat, milk, vegetables and dairy produce grown by 
Jew'sh labour in Artouf, Ben Shemen, Hulda, Ain Ganim and Mikwe-Israel 
for the Jafia and Tel Aviv markets ? Why does he make no reference to the 
colonies in Samaria or in Galilee, where Jewish workers grow farm produce 
for the population of Haifa, Safed and ‘Tiberias ? 

Does Mr. Snowman know that it is the Jewish agricultural labourers who, 
during the war, supplied the Jewish hospitals, orphanages and other institu- 
tions in Jerusalem, Tiberias and elsewhere with foodstuffs at cost price, 
through their Co-operative Consumers’ Society, “Hamashbir™ ? Does 
not Mr. Snowman know of these facts ? Mr. Snowman rightly wishes to see a 
healthy Jewish peasantry in Palestine, but says nothing of the Kevutzoth 
with their spirit of self-help, based on Jewish agricultural labour and 
co-operation. 

Would Mr. Snowman say that England, which has only 8} per cent. of its 
population engaged in agriculture, does not possess a healthy and norma! 
national life? Yet Mr. Snowman condemns the Jéws in Palestine for having 
no Jewish peasantry, although their proportion engaged. in agriculture is 
much greater than in England. 

The truth is that despite immense difficulties, and despite the fact that 
Palestine was in the war zone, the Zionist movement has created in Palestine 
an agricultural community at less expense than the French, in their 
colonisation experiments in Algiers, and has succeeded in transforming town- 
dwellers into sturdy agricultural co-operators. What is required is not 
destructive and exaggerated criticism, but positive help in constructive 
werk and ample funds for development. If the Jewish public will only rally 
to the assistance of the Keren Hayesod, we may look forward to a great and 
splendid development in Palestine during the next few years. )

In Support of Mr. Snowman’s View.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—As a resident of Palestine for many years, I crave your valuable 
space for some observations regarding Mr. Snowman’'s recent article on: 
Palestine affairs, in yonr esteemed journal. 

Mr, Snowman states that “A Jewish potato is not to be purchased for 
love or money in the city of Judea.” Perhaps Mr. Snowman is unaware 
that many of the Arab potatoes he did enjoy in Jerusalem were really 
Jewish. My firm, The Anglo Palestine Import and Export Company of 
Haifa, sold many waggon loads of Hederah potatoes last year to Arab 
greengrocers in Jerusalem, and this year the colony of Hederah will have 
a considerable quantity of potatoes also for export. In Galilee, several 
colonies have also grown potatoes this season. : 

I admit that in Judea the trading spirit of Jewish planters dominates 
over that of farming, but this defect should rather be attributed to the 
difficulties under which they struggled in making their orange and almond 
groves productive. It was due to the adoption of an ill-advised system in 
planting orange groves with little funds at their disposal, so that they had 
to borrow enough money to hold out until the trees yielded fruit. And 
now that the gardens are self-supporting, the growers naturally try to get 
out of them as much as they can, and in doing so, dairy farming and 
vegetable growing have been much neglected. Presumably Mr. Snowman 
speaks only of Judea, for further North agricultural conditions are quite 
different. In Samaria and Galilee we bavea network of splendid producing 
colonies worked by a stalwart set of men that would give credit even 
to Australia. The children of these colonies are certainly attached to the 
soil and are a source of strength to their parents. ‘There the farmers 
have their own dairy produce, and enjoy the articles of food which they 
themselves produced. 

Mr. Snowman’s scathing statement regarding Zionist education in 
Palestine is unfortunately not only correct, but too modestly described. 
Bible teaching is certainly secularised, and the open disregard of those 


_ observances and traditional practices which Jews hold sacred is flagrantly 


encouraged by a clique of teachersin the service of the Zionist Education 
Board. Mr. Snowman is shocked at children reading the Bible with 
uncovered heads; but how much more shocked were we in Jerusalem 
last year when the teachers and selected students of the Hebrew 
Gymnasium arrived in Jerusalem from Jaffa on Sabbath eve, set uptheir 
tents and desecrated the Sabbath in the heart of the Jewish Bokbara 
quarter. | 

Unfortunately it is but too true that our children are wilfully cut off 
from Jewish traditional law, and are imbued with sentiments of disbelief 
and scepticism. This conversion gradually eats away the child's tender 
religious heart. His body is covered with a Jewish National garb, but 
the heart is hollow, devoid of the Jewish traditiona! feeling. The 
“ Intelligentsia” and the “ Poalima” are trampling under foot everything 
sacred tous. Bully Beef, which the British Tommy cast aside, is now a 
dainty dish in many a Zionist home, and in Haifa, trefah meat from Arab 
butchers is. bought by Zionist ladies, using, of course, Hebrew as the 
medium of speech. Matters have reached such a pass that even the 
Zionist Commission cannot allow events to goon with indifference. Ihave 
before me a circular letter in Hebrew signed by Drs. Eder and Ruppin, 
which has been sent to the Jewish labour groups in Dilb and Calandia, 
near Jerusalem. A rough translation reads as follows: 

On Sabbath last, Rosh Hodesh Nisan, a ‘flagrant case of the public deseora- 
tion of the Sabbath took place in the streets of Jerusalem by groups of ‘‘Poalim’’ 
from Dilb and Calandia, removing their camps from one place to another, in 
which act they drove through Jerusalem in harnessed wagons, on horses and on 
mules. This action, planned beforehand, not only profanes Israel's honour and 


jaw and abuses the religious convictions of the majority of the inhabitants of 


Jerusalem, but debases the honour of the Zionist Organisation and casts a 
reproach on the management of the Jewish National Fand which supports 
these groups. It also manifests a at lack of responsibility and want of 
elemental! respect on the partof those who did this thing. 
The Zionist Commission and the Administration of the Jewish National 
Fand have no desire to interfere in the private groups working on national 
rinciples. They cannot, however, tolerate groups that have been organised by 
ational money, practising deeds that cast a slur on the management of the 


National Fand, and which in fact are opposed to the Jewish spirit. The

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their duty to warn your committees, that in case of a repetition of an open 
desecration of the Sabbath in disregard of the hundreds and thousands of Jews 
who esteem its sacredness, we shall be compelled to suspend the budgets and 
allowances which are given you from the funds collected from the masees of the 
Jowish people.

Jewish Markets in Palestine.

Str, We who are. debarred from: visiting Palestine must be grateful to 
you for giving us first-hand information from those who are there and able 
to read and write down the events as they occur. One such observer is Mr. 
Snowman, who gives us vivid glimpses of a market in Mea Shearim, and makee 
the sad reflection that apparently Jews are there to serve as customers of the 
Arab cultivators. But since the laud held by Jews is two per cent. of the 
whole, while they form 17 or 18 per cent. of the population of the country, 
it follows that the Arabs who own the bulk of the cultivated land must supply 
the foodstufis to the comparatively large but landless Jewish denizens. 
Indeed, under present conditions, Jews are the willing customers of the Arabs, 
who, in turn, Rinsst be glad-to be able to dispose of their surplus produce at 
the good prices paid by the former. It is greatly owing to the foresight of 
the Jewish High Coninrissioner that the natives enjoy the plenty thev do. 


Under the Turkish regime the Effendis bought up the growing produce at: 


low rates, exported most of it afterwards; and when prices mounted up sold 
the remainder at an extortionate price to the same peasants who produced 
the whole crop, with the consequence that they hardly had enough to eat. 
Sir Herbert Samuel wisely stopped this export, and so there is an abundance 
of food in the country. 
of the lands they cultivate—it is the best land‘in the country. | But seeing 
that it is only ten per cent. of Palestine that is at present worked the Jews 
are prepared te take up'the greater part of the remaining nine-tenth, poor in 
comparison as it is, and work it up into the National Home that we all hope to 
see established. 

Judging from what has already been accomplished, the future Jewish 
markets in Palestine will be Mea Shearim (a hundredfeid) brighter and more 
abounding than the present Arab pattern.

Sirk,—As your leader on “Zionist Affiliations”. (which appeared 
in your issue of the 6th of May) is based on a series of misapprehen- 
sions, and since a number of misguided people have been hasty enough 
to pass resolutions on the strength of it, lam compelled to ask you to be 
good enough to give me an opportunity of replying. 

I desire to make it clear, in the first place, that no religious 
issue of any kind ‘whatsoever was involved in the resignation 
of Mr. Janus Cohen from the Hon. Secretaryship of the Young 
Zionist Organisation... Mr. Cohen declined to give any undertaking 
that his propaganda for the Young Mizrachi would be limited by 
what the Executive regarded as the interests of the Young Zionist 
Organisation. It must be quite clear to anyone possessing even 
an elementary acquaintance with Zionist work that, except for cer- 
tain specially agreed purposes, such as work for the National Fund, the 
Young Zionist Organisation and the Young Mizrachi Organisation are 
competing bodies in the same fleld. Since every Zionist can only buy one 
Shekel, the Executive of the Young Zionist Organisation failed to see 
how the same man could undertake to sell the Shekalim of two 
competing Organisations at thesametime. This wasthe crucial question, 
for the Shekel is the symbol of membership in the Zionist Organisation. 
We are most anxious to co-operate in every possible way with the 
Mizrachi, but it would be absurd to blind ourselves to the facts of the 
situation. It was only an accident that the Mizrachi was involved, and 
we should have been compelled to act in the same way in the case of any 
other fraction of the Zionist Organisation. I desire to say, categorically, 
that the decision of the Executive on this question was arrived at before, 
and quite independently of, the discussion on my entry into the Liberal 


‘ministry. Asa matter of fact, the opinion of the Executive had been 


expressed some weeks before; but the matter was adjournad in order to 
give Mr. Coben an opportunity of reconsidering his position. I am bound 
to add that if any misconception has arisen as to his attitude the fault is 
his own, since he himself drafted and issued the communiqué to the Preas, 


It is absolutely untruc to suggest that the Executive, which 
includes orthodox members, was in anyway influenced by religious 
considerations. 


I am sorry you should find it necessary to take up the attitude 
you do on the déclaration of the Young Zionist Organisation “that there 
is no religious test for membership of the Zionist Organisation,” because 
if it were not true it would have been soc easy to refute it. 
If there is a religious test, will you be kind enongh to give it? It would 
be interesting to know to what religious test Herz], Weizmann, and the 
eminent author of “Conventional Lies of Our Civilisation” are supposed 
to have subscribed. I deny that membership of the Zionist Organisation 
commits @ man to any special view of the future of the Jewish religion, 
or even to the view that it has any future atall. There may be dangers 
and weaknesses in this position, but that it is the position taken up by 
the Organisation is, I think, incontrovertible. It is, I venture to suggest, 
just as unthinkable that a Zionist Congress should impose a religious test, 
as it would be for a Jewish Commonwealth to make such a test a condition

to call them, simply show that you have not taken tho trouble to discover 
what their attitude really is, and that the Young Zionist Organisation had 
a better source of information. Thoy are the last people on earth to 
suggest that their view of the Jewish problom is the only one which a 
Liberal Jew can legitimately hold. Mr. Monteflore’s personal attitude 
to Zionism, for example, is clearly and vigorously defined in his 
“Liberal Judaism and Hellenism”; but he makes it clear in 
the preface (published in 1918, when the controversy was at 
its bitterest) that bis view is not that of all Liberal Jews. “When,” 
he writes, “I say ‘ Liberal Judaism holds and teaches s>) and so,’ this 


‘must always bo taken as an abbreviation for * Liberal Judaism, in my 


conception of it, and in the conception of those who think with me, holds, 
or should hold, teaches, or should teach, so and so.’” And, as though in 
answer to the very problem we are discussing, he goes on to say: “ Not 
long ago one thought of Jews as divided into two classes only—Orthodox 
Jews and Liberal Jews. But with the rise of modern Jewish

_professions of faith”! 


—Nationalists and anti-Nationalists. And this fresh division is; in regard 
to the old cause of difference, a cross division. For among Nationalists 
are Orthodox Jews and Liberal Jews: and among the anti-Nationalists 
are Orthodox Jews and Liberal Jews.” Leaders of Liberal Jadaism have 
repeatedly made it clear, to all those who have desired to know, that itis 
absurd to regard Liberal Judaism as synonymous with anti-Zionism. 
And yet you say that you would be “surprised” tofind that these leaders 
would agree 
In view of the calumnies which have been 
freely spread by ill-informed and prejudiced people (encouraged, I 
am afraid, by your remarks) I desire to protest most emphatically against 
the suggestion that my entry into the Liberal Ministry has mado the 
slightest difference to my attitude to the Zionist Movement. Not only is 
it quite untrue to say that any member of the Jewish Religious Union 
has attempted to inhibit my Zionist activities, but, astonishing as it 
may appear to jaundiced minds, I have been given every encouragement 
and facility to express my views oh Zionism within the Union itself 

At Hill Street they not only preach toleratioa, they also practise it. 

Do.you think that the magnificent work of Liberal Ministers like Dr. 
Stephen Wise and Rabbi A. H. Silver (to whose impassioned cloquence 
you have yourself paid tribute) is based upen a contradiction? Or are 
there some special and peculiar cases in which Liberal Judaism and 
Zionism are compatible? 

Will you allow me to say for the benefit of some of your readers, that 
anonymous scurrility and threats of personal violence leave me cold. The 
disgraceful attempt to break up my service last Saturday, happily 
unsuccessful, calls for special comment. ‘To disturb a religious service is 
not only a very grave offence, and an offence which no decent person would 
stoop to commit, but itisa very bad theological argument. [hope that those 
orthodox leaders who have not hesitated to make provocative remarks 
about our venture will bo equally ready to denounce action, which is a 
diegrace to the community. I mention these things here because I feel 
that the Jewish CHRONICLE can do a great deal to prevent the exacerba- 
tion of controversies which, in view of the gigantic tasks that confront 
the Jewish Peoplé both in Palestine and the Diaspora, ought to be allowed 
to recede into the background. Onlyaperson utterly wanting in imagina. 
tion could fail to agree that the union of two such dynamic forces as 
Zionism and Liberal Judaism, even if it were limited to a comparatively 
small body of people, must produce results which will be, at the very 
lowest, interesting. If it succeeds in doing nothing more than helping to 
unite for practical work elements in the community which are sundered 
by theoretical differences, however profound, it will have justified itself ; 
for if one thing is certain, it is this: that no mere section of Jewry can 
cope adequately with the responsibilities that belong to the whole of Jewry. 


{*,.” Mr.. Perlzweig is evidently a very poor advocate of “Liberal” 
Judaism in any of its numberless phases. Otberwise he could not 
have penned such a sentence as: “At Hill Street they not only 
preach toleratioa, they also practise it.” Because “ toleration” is, of 
course, quite antithetical to Liberalism, involving as it does a senti- 
ment of forbearance, if not of sufferance, which must be absent from the 
true Libera! spirit. That what he says on thisscorcis palpably untrue, 
about the average congregant at Hill Street, and especially those 
who lead them, is beside the point. Nor would our corre- 
spondent, had he been an able advocate of the “ Liberal” creed, 
have read into Mr. Montefiore’s preaching the damning implication 
which he does. To be sure, itis one thatin a sense is applicable to 
the utterances of any man on any subject; but to suggest that Mr. 
Montefiore expounds “ Liberal.” Judaism ostensibly with authority, 
but really as a scribe, is unfair to that earnest gentleman, 
and would, if truce, reduce his teaching to the ridiculous. To say, as 
Mr. Montefiore does, that all *‘ Liberal” Jews do not share his view, 
is a totally different matter from suggesting that Mr. Montefiore 
preaches as “ Liberal” Judaism what he knows is no more than his 
own personal belief. Butif Mr. Per!zweig knew as much of “ Liberal” 
Judaism as does Mr. Montefiore, or even as much as anyone should who 
preaches it, he would be aware that it totally rejects the National 
conception of our people and the belicf in their National restoration. 
It regards a National Jewry as a past and incidental phase in Jewish 
history, the Jewish future bound up with all the countries of the 
earth, and Palestine no more a Jewish land (save, perhaps, in respect 
to historic associations) than any other. How can Mr. Perlzweig 
dovetail this attitude with that of Jewish Nationalism? If he believes 
that Zionism and “ Liberal” Judaism are compatible creeds, then, as we 
say, he can know little cf “ Liberal” Judaism, unless it be that he 
knows nothing of Zionism. From one or the other of the horns of 
that dilemma he cannot escape; and his quoting Rabbi Stephen Wise 
or Rabbi Silver as “ Liberal” Jews who are Zionists, shows only that 
our correspondent is not the only inconsistent Zionist or inconsistent 
“Liberal” Jew. In all that he says Mr. Perlzweig gives no reason 
why the Zionist organisation in question, having swallowed the 
inconsistency he represents, should have jibbed at the alleged incon- 
sistency—at worst trifling in comparison—of Mr. JanusCohen. Even 
Mr. Cohen’s first name ought not tohave caused resentmentin a body 
that evidently proves itself so capable in moral two-facedness. Mr. 
Perlzweig seems surprised to learn that there is a religious test in 
connection with the Zionist Movement. That Movement, however, 
ho must surely know is Jewish and those controlling it must be 
Jews. Does Mr. Perlzweig deny that Judaism isa religion? What 
Zionism does not do is to demand of all those within its ranks 
that individually they shall conform to a definite sect of Jewish 
practices and beliefs. Accordingly it would never think of excluding 
“Liberal” Jews. But that does not make their position as supporters 
in the Movement any the more consistent. Hf it be true that 
attempts have been made to break up Mr. Perlzweig's services, we 
hope very sincerely that any such conduct will meet with’the sternest 
reprobation on the part of all Jews worthy the name. Thoso who 
do not like to take part in “Liberal” Jewish worship should not 

attend. If they do, common decency demands that they shall bear 
‘themselves respectfully—and 


that Zionism and Liberal Judaism “are compatible as .

A RE-UNION 


Music and Drama. 


This week sees a brief halt in the rush of concerts which havo 
descended on us thick and fast. The past weeks have seen, too, a series 
of re-appearances which have obviously been greatly to the public taste. 
Chief among the artists have been Kreisler, Benno Moiseiwitsch, whose 
powers appear greater than ever, and Miss Daisy Kennedy, whose violin 
playing seems to have gained in warmth and expression of tone. 

There have also been many new-comers, several of whom will 
undoubtedly come to stay. Of these may be specially mentioned Mr. 
Henry Czaplinski, a violinist who made a most favourable impression at 
bis recital last week at Wigmore Hall. He displayed the possession of an 
adequate technique coupled with a pure singing tone that lent itself 
admirably to his choice of works, particularly in Tartini’s Sonata, the 
only fault being a tendency to roughness of tone in the cadenza. In 
Bach's Chaconne? chosen obviously to show the player’s technical 
equipment, Mr. Czaplinski was at his best. Further contrast was 
provided by Lalo’s Symphonie Espagnole, and the group of smaller 
works. Sympatheticaccompaniments were provided by Mr. Percy B. Kahn. 

As is usual in most musical seasons, the piano still predominates in 
the concert list. At ASolian Hall a new pianist, Mr. Leon Eustration, 
played. Possessed of a facile and brilliant technique, his fault is a 
tendency to exaggeration in emphasis, a fault that can be easily remedied. 
His choice of works was excellent; he was heard to best advantage in 
César Franck’s Prelude Choral and Fague, and the Beethoven Sonata 

Op. 57). 
oP Ot the vocal recitals, a pleasing one was that of Miss Judith Litante 
at Xolian Hall. Miss Litante’s singing is dominated by an artistic and 
dramatic perception, and her choice of works is always interesting. 
Outstanding features of her programme were the two songs by Mr. 
Maurice Jacobson, “The Hill Pines were sighing,” and a setting of Mr. 
Drinkwater’s “Mamble,” both of which Miss Litante sang with real 
appreciation and expression. Miss Litante is always at her best in her 
Italian songs, particularly those which demand verve and vivacity, and 
in this group she sang with full and characterjstic expression. Skilful 
accompaniments were played by Mr. Harold Craxton. 

Concerts of the week include a violin recital by Miss Gladys Chester; 
and the second recital for the same instrument by Mr. Isaac Losowsky. 
The piano has been represented by Mr. Egetor Tidmarch and Mr. Howard- 
Jones. Two vécal recitals were given by Miss Ethel Rust-Mellor, who 
made her first appearance in England, and Mr. Ingo Simon.

It not only acclaims the Almighty 45 the giver 
of all good things, Who provides food for all His 
creatures, but it emphasises the goodness of God 
in providing & peautifal land for the children of 
Israel as their inheritance. The antiquity of the 
Grace is thereby established, but it has now 
acquired a new meaning. The paragraph which 
bails the rebuilding of Jerusalem bas also 
become very up-to-date. : Ga 
INDEPENDENCE. 


But the passages which I like best are those 
which pray for independence, which ask God to 
render us immune from “the gifts of flesh and 
blood,” which implore the ability to earn an 
honourable livelibood. The Jew has never been 
a loafer by nature or inclination. He likes to 
earn his own living by the sweat of his brow, and 
the Rabbis urge US to engage in the most menial 
tasks rather than to have recourse to charity: 


Another fine paragraph ig that which asks for 
a blessing on our parents. Here, again, the true 
spirit of Judaism emerges- Every time that we 
sit at the board with our father and mother Wwe 
are to ask God to bless them as Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob were blessed—" in all things,” * above 
all people,” “ with everything 93D 755 as 
the Hebrew quotes. 


A FINE FAITH. 


Running all through the Grace is a fine faith. 
God will not desert his creatures. But this faith 
in the goodness of God goes hand in hand with 
faith in the kindness of man to man. How else 
can we interpret the phrase : “T pave been 
and now i am old, yet mever have I seen 
the poor forsaken nor his seed begging for

bread?” The Grace concludes with the true 
Jewish note—the passion for peace that pervades 
all our prayers- “The Lord will give strength 
unto His peopse ; the Lord will biess His people 
with peace!”
